“France Will Never Forget.”’ 

Since the 3d of August, 1914, 
France is at war. Could she have 
avoided it? If there be still anyone 
in this world who can have a doubt 
upon t.. subject, that doubt must 
have been dispelled by the great and 
memorable message which the Amer- 
ican Congress heard last Saturday 
from t. lips of the President of the 
United States. Events have proved 
chat even with the most sincere de- 
ire for peace, even aided by the im- 
mensities of space, without any com- 
mon boundary anywhere in the 
world, it is dependent upon the de- 
sire of no one to avoid a rupture 
such a: was forced ipon us. 

On th> -uzanner in which ou: fel- 
.OW countrymen have struggled to 
4efend the sacred principles upon 
w'‘ch a. ---~-ded alike the Republic 
of France and the Republic of Amer- 
ica, public opinion in the United 
States has pronounced itself from 
he first hour with a warmth of 
heart that we shall never forget. 


This opinion has not only been made 


manifest by eloquent and admirable 
words and by generous gifts, but by 
brave deeds. At the risk of their 
days young Americans have saved 
and nursed our wounded, others 
have joined our soldiers in the 
trenches, offering their lives. often 
giving their lives, and at last as 
John Jay Chapman said of his son 
“sleeping today beside their com- 
rades.” 

Of France’s immense effort I per- 
sonally have seen but little. But 
that little told its story. On my way 
to return here, the morning of that 
day on the evening’ of which Ger- 
many declared war upon us, I trav- 
eled far by motor through the pros- 
perous fields and peaceful valleys of 
sunny France. There men and wom- 
en had lived in peace, tilling the 
soil, raising their children and car- 
ing for their old folks. And sudden- 
ly, without a warning sign, in the 
countless villages where dwell the 
great mass of the French people 
came the beating of drums and the 
loud alarm of bells. An unparal- 
leled cataclysm threatened rich and 
poor alike—_the learned and the ig- 
norant—threatened the whole nation 

And what happened? That I saw. 
By a common impulse as if the fear- 
ful and prodigious event hag at all 
times awaited each one turned his 
steps to where duty called. 

There was not a hesitation, not a 
cry, not a threat against the enemy.

| A Guarantee Against War | 
HE league is urging its universal train- 
ing plan, first, because it will provide 


ag % 
a needed means of national defense, 


and, second, because it will remake American 
manhood and do away with class distinctions. 


“There are many arguments in support of its 
plan, but the most telling one—the one which 
comes home to wives and mothers as well as to 
men and youths—is this: 


“Every citizen of the United States, from 18 to 
45 years, able to bear arms, is now, under the 
present military laws, subject to call for military 
service. There is no exception and no escape. 
The Government’s power to compel such service 
is absolute, whether a man is trained or un- 
trained. 

“The trained man’s chances of survival in war 
are more than twice as good as those of the un- 
trained man, so, if war comes, it is to the inter- 
est of every man to have had thorough training. 
But we hold, in addition, that the existence of a 
trained force’ of millions of young men would be 
the most powerful preventive of war. 


“Under the workings of the Chamberlain bill, 
every young man would receive a training like 
that of the Plattsburg camp, only broader and 
more intensive. The men would get their board, 
uniform and traveling expenses, but no compen- 
sation. 

“Phe required period would be six months in 
the nineteenth year, but college or academy stu- 
dents who received military training in those in- 
stitutions would get credit amounting to not 
more than four months for such training In this 
way the student could take all the camp work re- 
quired of him in one summer vacation, without 
interrupting his course. 


“This system of training would pick up the 
youth when he is forming his habits, and be- 
fore he has acquired any great earning capacity. 
It would teach him loyalty and discipline. It 
would counteract the tendency to softness and 
luxury. It would make him realize that there 
is something beyond parties and dancing and man- 
dolin playing and cigarette smoking. It would 
rema«e the youth, would teach equality of obli- 
gation for rich and poor and would give the na- 
tion a new backbone. 


| 2,000,000 Men Under Arms | 


66 A S a measure of eugenics, it is clear that 


if 500,000 young men come into their 
nineteenth year with the physical and 
mental training of military service, they will be 
better equipped for marriage and fatherhood. 

“Following their six months’ training, each an- 


nual class of youths would form a reserve, sub- 


\, 
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ject to no further military duty in time of peace, 
except an annual muster. 

“In case of war, the reserves would be called 
to the colors, beginning with the men last 
trained and going back, year by year, until a suf- 
ficient number shall have been called. As each 
year’s class would amount to 500,000 men or more, 
this method would result in calling out the small- 
est possible number of-married men. Before the 
age of 23 would be reached 2,000,000 men would be 
under arms. 

“Anyone who calls this plan militarism shows 
that he does not know what militarism is. Mili- 
tarism means placing youths in the army for two 
or three years. The United States does not want 
such a method, and there is no danger that ‘the 
present plan would lead to it. The feeling of op- 
position to a large standing army is likely to con- 
tinue, and this measure will prevent the need of 
a large standing army. 

“At the same time it will make it easier to get 
enlistments for the army and navy. At present, 
it is impossible to keep either the army or the 
navy up to the strength that is reasonably desira- 
ble. When a new battleship is put in commission, 


two or three other serviceable ships have to be: 


laid up, in order to recruit its crew. 

“But if all your youth had a half-year’s train- 
ing there would certainly be many who would 
find themselves desirous of continuing in the na- 
tion’; service, and I believe this number would be 
so large as to end the difficplty in keeping the 
army and navy up to the needed strength. 


| No Manitions Men Interested | 


é¢' | ¥ HE plan embodied in the revised Cham- 


berlain bill was worked out after care- 

ful study of the Swiss and Australian 
methods. The Universal Military Training League 
is devoting itself to the single work of advocat- 
ing the passage of the Chamberlain measure. 
Other organizations, notably the National Se- 
curity League, are undertaking a broader activity, 
and are working toward industrial preparedness, 
and for the preliminary training of school pupils. 
Aili this is work of indispensable value, but it was 
decided that this league could be of the most serv- 
ice by sticking to one definite issue, especially 
as it is embodied in a measure now before Con- 
gress. 

“The league is working to cover the United 
States, and it has 10 field men at work in different 
parts of the country, with the idea of stimulat- 
ing sentiment in each congressional district. We 
find that about 90 per cent of the newspapers 


favor the measure. 


“The Atlantic coast is practically a unit in sup- 
port of the measure, and the Pacific coast is near- 
ly as much interested. The Middle-Western states 
are waking up.

| League’ s Only Source of Revenue | 


re 4 A T present we are distributing moving 


pictures of three and five reels, en- 

' titled “With Pershing in Mexico.” 

These pictures have proven popular, and the pic- 
ture houses are glad to pay for the privilege of 
using them. This is the only source of revenue 
to the league, aside from personal contributions.” 
The exemptions from military service, as pro- 
vided in the Chamberlain bill, are, in the lan- 


guage of the bill, (a) those reported by the pre- 


scribed medical authorities as being physically 
unfit; (b) members of the permanent military 
or naval forces of the United States; (c) those 
morally unfit, and (d) members of any well-rec- 
ognized religious sect or organization, at present 
organized and existing, whose creed forbids mem- 
bers to participate in war in-any form, whose 
religious convictions are against war or partici- 
pation therein, in accordance with the creed of 
said religious organization. The exemption of 
this class, however, shall include only such por- 
tion of the prescribed training as requires the 
bearing or use of arms. 

In the case of all claims for exemption, it is 
provided, the burden 6f proof shall be upon the 
applicant for exemption. When the military 
authority denies exemption, an appeai may be 
taken to the United States court, and the deci- 
sion.of a Judge of that court shall be final. 

The President would be empowered annually to 
designate a period of 30 days, during which period 
it would be the duty of each male resident who 
has arrived at the age of 18 during the calendar 
year, or will become 18 during the year, to 
register for training. Nonregistration, or failure 
to report for training after raving registered, 
would be punishable, and the President would be 
empowered to form “disciplinary units” to ad- 
minister “special training’ to buch slackers. 

The bill also provides that any corporation or} 
individual who shall employ a person who, hav- 
ing arrived at the age o: 18, shall not have re- 
ceived his certificate of service or a certificat- 
cf exemption, shall be punished by a fine not 
greater than $500, or by imprisonment for not 
more than three months, or both.

The Time Element. 

In some quarters criticism will per- 
haps be made that we should have 
waited until the first overt act re- 
sulting in the loss of American lives 
or property, but in the event that 
American lives should be lost through 
the illegal sinking of merchantmen it 
would be necessary to institute a 
thorough and time-consuming inves- 
tigation before we could be certain 
that the vessel had not resisted at- 
tack or attempted to flee. Many ves- 
sels might be sunk and months elapse 
before we learned of their fate. In 
the present situation a state of war 
may be expected to result from any 
further forceful disregard of Ameri- 
can rights, since the repelling of force 
by force would have that consequence. 
Ordinarily, however, our Government 
would first make a forma! declaration 
of war, in which our reasons for 
taking up arms would be carefully set 
forth, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of articles I and II of the third 
Hague convention (Oct. 18, 1907). 

If war does come, what will be its 
consequences In the first place we 
must consider the situation of the 
German citizen in this country and of 
Americans in Germany. It behooves 
us to treat them in the same mag- 
nanimous manner that we did the 
Spariards in 1898.

GERMANY CAN KEEP PEACE. 

The report that the German Government seeks 
a discussion of ways and means of preventing war 
between Germany and the United States indi- 
cates a gleam of returning sanity in the Ger- 
man imperial mind. 

Doubtless the German Government is feeling 
the weight of the adverse moral judgment laid 
upon it by the neutral nations. Perhaps it feels 
the weight of German public opinion, which may 
be strong enough to force its way through the 
lid of suppression. It is inconceivable that either 
the Government or the people should be indiffer- 
ent to the condemnatory and hostile opinion of 
the civilized world evoked by Germany's lawless 
and inhuman submarine warfare. 

It is inconceivable that the German pedple can 
rest easy under a course which dooms friendly 
neutrals, women and children to death without 
warning or mercy at the hands of German naval 
officers. 

It is difficult Jto understand why Germany 
should seek further enlightenment as to ways and 
means of preventing war with us. The discussion 
through diplomatic correspondence has been sin- 
gularly comprehensive and complete. The Pres- 
ident’s notes have clearly presented the terms 
and conditions which would preserve peace and 
| the course on the part of Germany which would 
The President’s address briefly but 


sever diplomatic relations and if persisted in 
would drive him to ask authority from Congress 
to use the military forces of the United States 
to defend our rights. 

There is cause for gratification that, whatever 
comes, our hands are clean. 

Despite the German Government’s extraordi- 
nary conduct with regard to Ambassador Gerard 
jand Americans in Germany, our conduct towards 
Ambassador von Bernstorff and Germans in the 
United States is exemplary. 

We have exercised in all our dealing with Ger- 
many courtesy, patience and forbearance. It has 
just been announced from official sources that 
the President, in the event of an overt act, will 
not declare war on Germany, but will ask only 
for power to defend American rights and protect 
Americans against German assault. 

The President has made a notable ruling bet 
yond international law with respect to the tréat- 
ment of German ships and property within the 
jurisdiction of the United States. He announces 
that private rights in property will be safeguard- 
ed under all circumstances and that the United 
States will not confiscate or use German ships 
or other property. 

The German Government knows how it can 
preserve peace with the United States. Our terms 
are fair. We cannot modify them. If for any 
reason it wants to comply with them and seeks 
to arrive at a just understanding, the American 
people will gladly meet its advances. 
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SAVING THE BABIES. 

The thousands of St. Louisans who have so 
generously contributed their time and money to 
the Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund 
should find their reward in the news that our 
city retains its enviable distinction of having the 
lowest infant mortality rate of the ten largest 
cities in the country. Secretary Kaufman of the 
Health Commisesioner’s office attributes to this 
pMlanthropy no inconsiderable part of the credit. 
The summer months are the deadly months for 
babies. By far the largest number of them who 
die in the first two years of life succumb to ills 
prought about by insufficient, improper or im- 
pure food. Thanks to the fund the babies of the 
poor are spared to an extent that would be {m- 
possible without some such arrangement. 

The figures for the last two years are illumi- 
nating. Last summer’s fatalities were much great- 
er than those of the summer before. Last sum- 
mer was much hotter and longer than the sum- 
mer before. The relation of cause to effect is 
thus clearly apparent. 

These facts should be borne in mind a few 
months hence when the public will be asked once 
more to co-operate in this helpful charity. 
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THE WILSON IDEA 
Whatever the outcome of the German crisis, 
thoughtful Americans ought to be forever glad 
that the pages of history shall record the story of 
how an enlightened leadership in the United 
States sought to guide the world into the path- 
way of peace. Perhaps it is to be that, on the 
eve of inexorable events, a great idea was born 
which in the future would make such events im- 
possible. 
It is a thought of which no one individual can 
claim paternity. It is not even new except in the 
matter of crystallization. Many men in many 
places have entertained it in various phases. Al- 
fred Capus, editor of the Paris Figaro, wrote 
about it in his paper as early as New Year's day. 
H. G. Wells, the British writer, made it the sub- 
ject of an article written weeks ago and pub- 
lished in the Saturday Evening Post. A Post- 
Dispatch editorial suggested it several weeks ago. 
The curious thing about ft is that most of the 
criticising was Wione in America. Minds seemed 
better prepared for the suggestion elsewhere 
than they were here. The article by Wells is 
much to the point. Prepared as it was before 
the President made his speech in the Senate, the 
writer seemed to have an almost uncanny pre- 
science of what Mr. Wilson intended to say. 
“Victory complete and dramatic may be bought 
too dearly,” said Wells. “We need no triumphs 
out of this war but the poace of the world.” 
“The present war must first be ended,” said 
President Wilson, * * * “but it must be a 
peace without victory.”

History may consider 
this attempt by far more important than any 
other thing he may have done. It may ‘be that 
events will give us a part in making the terms 
of peace we would not otherwise have had. 
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THE NEGRO MIGRATION. 
Theré is much talk in the Southeast of another 


negro migration in the spring. When the migra- 
tions began a year or more ago the South said i: 
would be a good thing; that the negro loafers 
would go North, be fooled and mistreated and 
would come back sadder and wiser men. 

But, instead, negroes kept on coming North and 
only a few went back. Reports have it that many 


they stayed in the North. In fact, the first 1000 
carefully selected negroes brought North by the 
Erie railroad are practically all in the employ of 
that road yet. 

Now the South has begun to look into the ques- 
tion and the various cities have quit passing fool- 
ish ordinances prohibiting labor agents from em- 
ploying negroes and the police have quit arrest- 
ing negroes that gather at the station to see a 
Northern train depart. 

The major proposal now put forth is to stop 
lynchings. This move is very strongly supported 
in Georgia, where white industrial leaders lay the 
migration troubles chiefly to lynchings. The press 
of the State is practically a unit in demandigg 
a fair trial for all negro offenders. Added to this 
plan of the “keep them at home platform” are 
demands for better housing and schools, It is 
generally admitted that unless the spring move- 
ment can be headed off the State is going to be 
in a bad way for labor. To this is added a sug- 
gestion of better Wages.

The esteemed Los Angeles Times shares in the 
Post-Dispatch view of Senator Works’ unpatriotic | 
attack upon the administration for its course in:

The Senator is getting along in years and doubt- 
less is set in his ways. The Times man may 
know more about him than we do here in St. 
Louis and consequently may despair more of his 
regeneration. Yet he should remember the old 
couplet which begins ‘“‘While the lamp holds out 
to burn.” It is one’s duty to labor with an erring 
brother, not to stand by the primrose path and 
shout “Bon voyage!”’ ; 

It is understood that ‘German Consuls in the 
United States are also to be recalled. It is certain 
that Consul Bopp of San Francisco will interpose 
no objections. 
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‘‘DOCKING’’ THE JUSTICES’ SALARIES. 
Whatever changes are made in the method'of 


publishing judicial opinions, nothing should be 
done decreasing the already insufficient compen- 
Sation of the Supreme Justices. The long terms 
served by the Justices and the prohibition on any 
increase or decrease during these terms in the offi- 
cial salaries, fixed many years ago, obstructed 
direct provision for adequate remuneration. This 
legal difficulty was evaded by making the Jus- 
tices members of the Publication Commission and 
giving them additional pay for the performance 
of the new duties. 

This is one of the many unreasonable and 
hampering restrictions that make a constitutional 
revision necessary. If the commission is abolished 
or remodeled, some other device should be sought 
for continuing the supplementary compensation. 
To cut their pay to the old basis, giving them 
hardly more than a clerical salary would be Ifttle 
short of a scandal, 

Their present total in remuneration should be 
increased, not decreased. 
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Lord Northcliffe and Germany appear to be in 
accord for once. Both of them want the United 
States to stay out of the war. 
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MERIT SYSTEM -POSTMASTERS. 
The lower house of Congress, by a vote of 234 


to 43, rejected the plan to place all Postmasters 
under the merit system. It is a plan whose adop- 
tion future Houses might regret, but its disap- 
preval by the present House shows that the work- 
ings of the congressional mind, especially in mat- 
ters of parr continues as mysterious as 
ever. 

The sminaitnea of almost all the best post- 
masterships are the selections of the present Con- 
gressmen. By adopting the merit plan members 
would insure to their own appointees practically 
a life tenure of office, at léast tenure during good 
behavior.

Begins Campaign for Money 
for Year 1917. 


A campaign to raise $6000 to enable the 
St. Louis County Welfare Association to 
carry on its work for 1917 has been | 
started by a number of women of St. 
Louis County. The association was or- 
ganized in December, 1915, with head- 
quarters in the Clayton Courthouse, to 
give relief to the sick and ~poor, do 
family rehabilitation and social service 
work for those in distress, and to pre- 
vent and curb the increasing prevalence 
of tuberculosis in the county. 

The association ts maintained through 
voluntary subscriptions. Its funds are 
almost entirely exhausted. The office 
files contain at present the nameg of 
almost 300 families who are in need, 
many of whom are handicapped by 
blindness, sickness and othe? physica’ 
disabilities, which prevents them from 
being self-sustaining. 

As the work is county wide in scope 
and some of the worst conditions ere} 
found in the most remote parts of the] 
county, the appeal for funds is maée to 
every county resident. The size of the 
county, which covers 487 square miles, 
presents in itself a problem for trans- 
portation facilities, and has been par- 
tially solved by the loan of automobiles 
Dy interested women for the use \o* 
those investigating and reporting cases. 
A number of women connetted with 
the association have agreed to give a 
stipulated “amount of money annually 
in lieu of personal service. Others have 
given their personal atténtion to met- 
ters relative to the work: as well, by 
serving on committees and by investi- 
gation of conditions. Some bring cloth 
ing anc household articles tc headquar- 
ters for distribution. 

Tne present campaign is headed by 
Mrs. Samuel Plant, vice president of the 
association; Mrs. Eugene Angert, chair- 
man of the Membership Committee; Mrs. 
Charles Rice, chairman of the Finance

ing and Sanitation Conmimittee; Mrs. 
O. K. Povard, chairman of the Case and 
Relief Committee, and Mrs, David Fen- 
tress, chairman of the Tuberculosis 
Comunittee.

Illinois Board of Health Will Conduct 
Conference Thursday and Prob- 
ably Friday and Saturd:y. 

The Illinois Board of Health will hold 
a clinical conference on infantile paral- 
ysis in East St. Louis next Thursday, 
and probably also Friday and Saturday. 
Physicians from St. Clair, Madison, 
Bond, Fayette, Clinton, Marion, Wash- 
ington, Randolph, Monroe, Perry, 
Greene, Jersey, Macoupin and Mont- 
gomery Counties, who have. treated 
cases of the disease, have been invited 
to attend, and, if possible, bring the 
patients with them. The announce- 
ment states that demonstrations on how 
to cure deformity or other ills resulting 

from the disease will be given. 

Public meetings also will be, held at 
the City Auditorium and free lectures 
given. There were seven cases of in- 
fantile paralysis in East St. Louis dur- 
ing the epidemic a year ago, but only 
one suffered any after effects’ There 
were quite a number of cases in the 
counties around St. Clair County.

Where, as Sterne writes,?“Not only re- 
ligious functions, but the commonest 
pursuits, are carried out with a grace, 
dignity and grandeur familiar to us 
from the finest ancient art alone,” there 
was abundant | for the artist. 

In the pictures/ now on exhibition, 
Sterne has attempted to depict some- 
thing of the mysterious Oriental char- 
acteristics of the Balinese. To do this, 
he shows in oils, water colors and draw- 
ings, their feasts, religious ceremonies. 
dances and basarsa, together with nu- 
merous sketches of heads and figures. 
One of the most important composi- 
tions is the “‘Dance of the Sacred Ele- 
ments.” ~In this piteure, priests and 
priestesses, representing fire, water and 
air, are shown in a frenzied dance, their 
brown, half-nude bodies fising and fail- 
ing in sinuous, rhythmic cadence. Sim- 
ilar in spirit and execution are the 
“Two Dancers” and “Temple Feast.” 
In these the artist has represented the 
feeling of movement and religious ¢c- 
stacy, but here cegnizance must be tak- 
en of cettain ver obtrusive crudities 
of drawing. Arms, legs and bodies are 
blocked off tike picket fences or tree 
trunks, shoulders.are angular, hands 
and feet are unrecognizable. These and 
similar crudities are all the more dis- 
turbing when it is noted that they are 
intentional, for certain earlier drawings 
in the collection, notably the “Study 
for a Decoration,” reveal that Sterne 
has unusual powers as a draftsman 
when he cares to exercise ther. 

The black and white sketch, “Man 
With, Dagger,”” is an impressive rendl- 
tion of racial character, as is also the 
“Head of a Young Boy” and several 
other works in the group. 

| §Sterne’s works will remain at the Art 
Museum until the end of Fébruary, as 
will also the exhibition of paintings by 
Robert Spencer.

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PREMIERE OF MOORE 


OPERA TOMORROW 


“Touis XIV’ to Be Given at 


Odeon With an Excel- 
lent Cast. 


An event which, in all its phases, 
js probably without parallel in the 
history of music in the United States, 
will occur tomorrow night at tho 
Odeon, when the opera in English, 
“Louis XIV,” by Homer Moore of this 
city, will have its first production 
anywhere. It is to be repeated 
Wednesday, Friday and next Sunday 


nights. 

Moore not only composed the music 
himself, but wrote its versified 
libretto, condensing into three acts 
the six voluminous novels of the 
“Vicomte de Bragelonne” series, a se- 
quel to Dumas’ “Three Musketeers.” 
Probably several hundreds of Amer- 
ican composers have more or less 
original operas of their own compo- 
sition moldering on the shelves; but 
Moore was fortunate and enterprising 
enough to enlist the aid of a number 
of St. Louls business men and musi- 


cians, who as a matter of local pride} 


underwrote all the expenses of the 
production. 

With the exception of an unusual 
aggregation of singers in the princi- 
pal roles, the performance is almost 
strictly made in St. Louls. The com- 
poser and author is a local music 
teacher and .music critic of the Re- 
public. The orchestra of 52 pieces 
has been recruited from, the Sym- 
rhony Orchestra. In the Grand Opera 
Chorus, established last summer, was 
found material for the chorus of 60. 
A ballet of 30 dancers was enlisted 
in this city, and trained by a local 
teacher. Two of the chief roles are 
taken by St. Louis singers, Russeil 
Rizger and Robert Stark. Moore has 
conducted the @aily rehearsals for the 
last several weeks, and will direct 
all the performances. 

Constantino in Cast. 

The cast is headed by the well- 
known Spanish tenor, Florencio Con- 
stantino, whose veteran vocal and 
histrionic skill will be devoted to 
creating the title role, that of the 
Grand Monarch Two of Dumas’ old 
musketeers, Athos and Aramis, now 
become respectively Comte de lin 
Fere and Bishop of Vannes, wil! oe 
portrayed by Ilenri Scott, basso of 
the Metropolitan Overa Company, 
and by Russell Rizer, tenor. Curl 
Cochems, a popular concert and 
operatic basso, heard here last with 
the San Carlo troupe, will sing the 
part of St. Aignan, the King’s confi- 
dant. Mischa Leon, tenor, formerly 
of the Faris Opera Company, will 
take the part of Malicorne, a cour- 
tier; Octava Dua, .enor of the Chi- 
cago Opera Company. will portray De 
Guiche, a nobleman; and Milli Picco 
known from San Carlo performances, 
will teke the role of the hapless 
Raoul de Bragelonne, son of Athos. 

The feminine roles will be as- 
sumed by Marguerita Beriza, soprano, 
as the sprightly lady in waiting, Mlle. 
Nontalais; by Miss Evetina Parnell, 
seprano, as Louse de la Valliere, the 
opéera’s heroine, and Mme. Augusta 
Lenska, contralto, as Henrietta, 
Duchess of Orleans. 

The Story ef the Opera. 

The story of the play is this: Since 
his youth, Raoul de la Bragelonne 
has conceived a vehement passion for 
Louise de la Valliere, to whom he is 
betrothed. His father, Le Comte de 
la Fere, ons of those tremendous 
fighting men inherited from Louis 
XIII, contests the match. From dif- 
ferent motives Louls XIV opposes it 
likewise, he having fallen temporari- 
ly in love with Louise. 

By an extension of poetic license— 
which Dumas would never have 
dreamed of—Louls XIV consents to 
disguise himself and fight a duel 
with Raoul, with the understanding 
that the winner shall possess the 
maiden. ‘ 

As no private person may over- 
come a King, Raoul is disarmed by 
Louis. Yet the action continues 
though the possession of Louise has 
been settled officially. It is still 
necessary for Athos to snap his 
sword across his knees The King 
remains triumphant at the climax, al- 
though he has broken the heart of a 
faithful servant and outraged the 
loyalty of a family devoted to his 
house. 

Those who have heard the music of 
the opera say that it ts melodious 
and naive, without any attempt at 
organic structure. The solos and 
choruses are said to be well written, 
and the orchestration to display 
clever harmonization.

argued that the German vessels have 
put themselves in our power, relying 
on our protection, and that i: is con- 
trary to the professed policy of the 
United States to confiscate private 
property at sea. We have never, bow- 
ever, proclaimed our intention tf 
forego the right of seizure until there 
should be a general agree-nent among 
the nations. On the other hand, all 
that Germany, strictly speaking, can 
reasonably expect is that we should 
protect Her vessels as long as the 
peaceful relations continue. We are, 
therefore, undef no obligations in re- 
gard to the German liners, but I hope 
that we may take the occasion to 
establish a precedent by making ade- 
quate compensation for such of the 
vessels as we shal! find it necessary 
to requisition. 

Treatment of Germans in U. §. 

The most difficult question of all 
will be the treatment of American 
citizens of’ German birth, German 
parentage or German name. They 
will reflect our attitude toward them. 
If we expect them to stand loyally 
with us to resist Germany’s viola- 
tions of our rights they will stand 
with us shoulder to shoulder, but if 
we curse them for the sins of their 
motherland, in the bitterness of their 
hearts they will band themselves to- 
gether and some of them will turn 
against their brothers who proved so 
ungenerous. 

It will be the severest blow of all 
t> ¢« srmany to find t)~t her scions 
in this country will support us 
against her and it is a proper reply to 
her transgressions that she _ should 
have to crink this bitter cup to its 
last drop. I have u.ways believed 
that the American people will be as- 
tounded by the response of those who 
have preferred this country to Ger- 
many. For that very reason they will 
know how to support and appreciate 
our point of view if we do not turn 
our backs upon them. 

In the conduct of this was, con- 
trary to Bethmann-Hollweg’s state- 
ment that a nation fighting for its 
existence can only consider how it 
may hew its way through, we must 
prefer defeat to violation ofthe law 
unless we are ready to follow along 
the .unjustifiable path which Germany 
has been treading. A people has only 
a certain amount of emotional 
strength; let none of this go out in 
hatred of German noncombatants 
here, in criticism of our citizens of 
German birth, and let us also turn 
aside from retaliation and reprisals 
and achieve for our country the high- 
est pinnacle of glory which comes 
from the observance of the _  inter- 
national law of civilized nations. 


Must Co-operate With All-.s. _ 
We have another opportunity which 


we must accept. We must co-operate 
to the fullest extent with those who 
will become our allies. They have been 
fighting our fight; we must now take 
up on our untired shoulders the prin- 
cipal burden. At least we must be ready 
to make every sacrifice for the common 
good. While we are all united let us 
avoid the painful experiences of our 
great sister state, and accord tv our 
administration from the first moment 
power sufficiently large to conduct our 
operations with energy. President Wil- 
son, as Commander in Chief of the 
American forces, must have the same 
extension of power for this country as 
Lloyd-George and Briand have in En- 
gland and France. 

It is to ‘be hoped that our Govern- 
ment will make every effert to impart 
the fullest information of the course 
ot events to the nation and that we 
shall be allowed the freest criticism and 
discussion of policy. If we grant dic- 
tatorial powers it is meet that the dic- 
tator should be advised as to what the 
nation is thinking. I am convinced that 
there has been no blunder so colossal 
in the conduct of the war as the piti- 
less and unjustifiable censorship which 
has hung like a pall over Europe and 
made intelligent public opinion in this 
country suspicious of every statement 
allowed to filter through.

LEAGUE EXPECTS TO

ism of service that shall express the high 
purpose of our country. 

“Military training docs not mean mil- 
itary service; the larger the number of 
men trained, the less probability there 
would be of actual service. Every tndi- 
vidual capable of bearing arms is now 
subject to call. There is no escape from 
this liability, whether trained or un- 
trained. We cannot evade the obliga- 
tion to defend the country by failing tu 
train, but by thorough training and 
being ready, we probably would escape 
war, Under our conditions, military 
training is more a preparation for peace 
than it is for war. 

“Young men between the ages of 18 
and 25 make the begt soldiers. From an 
economic standpoint, as well as that of 
humanity, the defenge of the country 
should rest upon the young men, and 
whatever service {s required of them 
should be performed before they enter 
their permanent business life and take 
up the responsibilities of a family. One 
of the saddest features of war is taking 
men away from their wives and ; thildren, 
breaking into settled life plans, which 
usually means a serious money loss and. 
perhaps, fimancial ruin. Hence, frum 
every viewpoint, the defense of our

| country shoyld rest with 


the young. un- 
married men. 
“After months of careful study and 


numerous conferences with Gen. Wood, 
Gen, Young, Gen, Carter, Col. Moseley, 
Senator Chamberlain, members of the 
War College, heads ‘of leading educa- 
tional institutions and other authorities, 
both military and civilian, and corre- 
spondence with many persons, a plan 
of military training, has been worked 
out, which seems best adapted to this 
country. (The provisions of the Cham- 
berlain bill are then described. ) 


“The training proposed would be a 
very definite physical, mental and mor- 
ali benefit to any young man.’ It would 
teach respect for authority and prompt 
obedience. It .would emphasize neat- 
ness, punctuality, good order and goud 


manners. 


“It would increase’ a young man’s 


self-respect, make .him more manly, 
pring. home to him his duty to His 
country, promote a patriotism of serv- 
ice and a love for the flag, which 
would make him a better citizen; it 
would give him a valuable expérience 
and broaden his horizon. It would tend 
to create good fellowship and remove 
‘misconceptions between young men in 
different walks of life—the rich ani 
poor, from city, town-and country. [t 
would broaden sympathy and develop 
true democratic ideas in this close re- 
lationship where all would be on the 
same footing. 

“It. .would make him a better em- 
plouye, and would Le ideal training pre- 
liminary to a business: career. He 
would. be given substantial preference 
in Government service, and, no doubt, 
states and municipalities would, in this, 
fcllow the Government’s lead, 


“Gen. Leonard Wood emphasized the 
fact that such training would ccrme at 
the right time to take the boy off the 
street, and in every country where 
such military training has been in 
vogue “the experience has been that 
there is less crime, greater loyalty an¢ 
higher moral standards.

IBRITISH CAN'T DEPORT ALIENS 


TO A SPECIFIED el ENATE HAS NOT 


Court Overrules Home Secretary and 

Holds l‘oreigner Is Free to Ge 

to Place He Cheoses, 

LONDON, Feb. 10.—The British courts 
have decided that the Government has 
no right to deport to Russia or France 
citizens of those countries who have 
taken refuge here. An order of deporta- 
tion, may be issued against any alien, 
but the order must not specify the coun- 
try to which the deported alien must go. 

The decision completely nullifies the 
widely proposed deportation of all allied 
aliens for military service in their own 
countries. 

The test case discussed by the courts 
was «that of the Duke de Chateau 
Thierry, a French subject of military 
age, resident in England prior to the 
war, against whom the British Govern- 
ment made an order of deportation to 
France at the request of the French 
Government. No offense or miscondfct 
was alleged against the Duke, but the 
Home Secretary claimed the right to de- 
port him under certain war legislation. 
The courts took the broad ground that 
while the Home Secretary has discretion 


to mnake a deportation order, he has no 
power to select the country to which 
the deported alien must 60.

PASSED A BILL, BUT 
ADJOURNS AS USUAL 


Work of Upper House of Mis- 
souri Legislature Delayed 
Three More Days. 
SESSION HALF OVER 
Legislators Paid for Days of 
Adjournment, Sundays In- 
cluded. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.—Al- 


though there are 169 bills on the 
Senate calendar awaiting definite ac- 
tion, the Senators, following out the 
systematic policy of delay, adjourned 
at noon yesterday until Monday aft- 
ernoon. Thirty-nine of. the 70 days 


of the session have passed. 

In addition to acting as a deterrent 
to legislation and a delay of virtually 
three days, the adjournment enabled 
St. Louis and Kansas City Senators 
to reach their homes in time for din- 
ner last evening, and will enable 
them to depart leisurely for the cap- 
ital Monday morning to reach it in 
time for a brief session in the after- 
noon. 

The Senators receive pay for the 
days of the adjournment, Sundays in- 
cluded. The average daily cost of a 
session of the Legislature is more than 
$4000, including salaries of members, 
officers and clerks and incidental ex- 
renses. 


House Has Worked gentry 
In the present session the House of 


Representatives has proceeded more 
rapidly than usual with its business, 
but the Senate has devoted less time 
to work than at any previous session 
in recent years. It is farther behind 
with its business thantwo years ago, 
when the Senate acted as the barrier 
to all legislation of importance. So 
far this session 511 bills have been 
introduced in the Senate, while two 
years ago 524 had been introduced. 

The committees of the 1917 Senate 
have reported 229 bills, while those 
of the 1915 Senate, in exactly the 
same period of time, reported 340. 
The 1917 Senate has engrossed 95 
bills, while the 1915 Senate in the 
same time had engrossed 114. The 
Senate this year has not passed a bill, 
while the 1915 Senate by this time 
had passed 17 Senate bills and three 
House bills, and the latter three had 
become laws. 

From this record the outlook for the 
progressive measures pending is not 
good, and while it is possible to advance 
bills rapidly ‘in a few days and pass 
them, the only object of the systematic 
delay is to place the calendar in such 
a congested condition that nothing will 
be passed unless the Senate combine, of 
which Senator John F. Morton of Ray 
County is the leader, will consent tuo 
suspend the rules and take up partic- 
ular bills. 


Gardner Measures Held Vp. 
The Gardner administration measures 


are included in those which will be 
caught in the jam and the Governor is 
in the position of being entirely at the 
mercy of the combine. 

Up to the present time there has heen: 
no indication that the combine will con- 
sent to the Gardner measures passing 
in the shape they were prepared by the 
Governor and his advisers. While the 
Governor seeks to give the impression 
that his program is in no danger of de- 
feat, it is to all appearances completely 
blocked. 

The Governor felt elated over the en 
igrossment in the House of the State tax 
commission bill and the secured debt 
bill, but neither was engrossed in the 
form presented by the Governor. The 
secured debt bill was ro radjcally 
changed that virtually nothing was left 
of it after the House was through 
amending it.

Connett has been practicing law in 
St. Loute for 15 years, having been 
graduated from the law department 
of Washington University. He took 
a post-graduate course tn law at the 
University of Virginia. He is widely 
known in athletics throughout the 
middie and central West. He and 
Byron Anderson entered the State 
tennis tournament in 1906, as dark 
horses, and easily won the Migsouri 
championship, which they won again 
in 1907 and 1998. Connett then re- 
tired, having been undefeated. He 
was also a crack semi-professional 
baseball pitcher, winning a pennant 
for Belleville the last year he 
pitched in the Trolley League.

It was alleged that a great number 
of Republicans, in the primary election 
of 1913, voted for Dr. Simon. The Lem- 
ocratic vote in the primary election was 
more than twice that of the Republic- 
ans, although Mayor Kiel was opposed 
by Dr. Max C. Starkloff, who had a 
good organization behind him, and there 
was almost as much interest in the Pe- 
publican contest as in the Democratic. 

Dr. Simon is a big man physically, is 
a good mixer, and has been very activa 
in politics for more than 20 years. He ts 
4) years old, married, and has five chil- 
dren. He has been practicing medicine 
in St. Louis for 17 years. He has been, 
at various times, member of the staff 
of different hospitals, and is also a 
member of the Missouri Medical Society, 
the International Tuberculosis Con- 
gress and other medical organizations. 
He lives at 1201 McCausland avenue. 


Once Health Commissioner. 
Dr. Simon was appointed Health Com- 


missioner by Mayor Wells in 1902, but 
Was removed in 1905, on charges pre- 
ferred by James G. McConkey, then pri- 
vate secretary to the Mayor. The 
charges again Dr. Simon were that he 
failed to devote his entire time to the 
duties of shis office; gross and willful 
neglect of official duties in that he failed 
to familiarize himself with the needs 
of the various institutions under the di- 
rection of the Health Department or to 
consult and advise with the superintend- 
ents thereof; that he abused his officia] 
power and position in employing persons 
to fill positions authorized by ordinance, 
placing on the payrolls persons as em- 
ployes before their appointments had 
been confirmed by the Board of Health: 
that he summarily discharged Migs 
Elizabeth Rowan, an old and faithful 
employe of the city, without cause, and 
that he attended to private practice. 

After a hearing upon the charges, fol- 
lowing the failure of Dr. Simon to have 
the Supreme Court issue an order on 
Mayor Wells restraining him from trying 
the case, Dr. Simon was found guilty 
by Wells and dismissed. Dr. Simon took 
the case to the Circuit Court on a writ 
of certiorari, but the action of Mayor 
Wells in rernoving him was sustained by 
Judge Kinsey and affirmed by the Su- 
preme Court. 

The record of the trial shows that 
there -was a great deal of discord be- 
tween Dr. Simon and the superintend- 
ents of the different city institutions. 
It was testified to by some of the super- 
intendents that special trained employes 
were removed by Dr. Simon to make 
room for political friends, who were in 
no way qualified for the duties they 
were expected to perform. 

Dr. Simon is of German origin. In a 
speech last fall he described himself as 
a hyphenate, proud of his hyphen, but 
declared that he was also an American. 
If he and Mayor Kiel should both be 
nominated for Mayor, 8t. Louts would 
he in the position of having two mayor- 
alty candidates of German origin. Ag- 
cording to census reports, about 28 per 
cent of St. Louis’ population is of Teu.

Measure Requires All Youths 
to Receive Six Months’ 
Military or Naval Instruc- 
tion in Their Nineteenth 


Year and Be Placed in Re-| 


serve for Nine Years. 


WOULD CREATE FORCE 
OF 3,165,000 MEN 


Passage Not Indicated at 
This Session, but Bill Of- 
fers Plan on Which Pub- 
lic Sentiment Can Crys- 
tallize. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The Sen- 
ate Military Committee reported fa- 
vorably today a bill framed by a 
subcommittee creating a military and 
naval citizen force based on univer- 


eal training and service. While the 
committee report does not indicate 
any belief that Congress will act 
on the measure at this session, the 
bill brings to a definite head the 
universal service discussion of the 
last few months and offers a specific 
plat on which public sentiment can 
crystallize. 

The bill requires six months’ 
training without pay for all youths 
during their nineteenth year. Ex- 
emptions are confined to the meme 
bers of the regular army and navy, 
those physically unfit, those who are 
the sole support of dependent rela- 
tives and those affiliated with re- 
ligious creeds which forbid them to 
“pear arms. The latter class are lia- 
ble, however, for training in the non- 
combatant branches of the army. 

It is estimated the bill would pro- 
vide for the training of 500,000 boys 
annually, each of whom would be 
furloughed into = reserve for nine 
years after his training period. Witua 
allowances for shrinkage of classes 
due to various causes as the years 
pass, this plan would give a total 
force of 3,165,000 men who had had 
six months’ training, at the end of 
the first nine-year cycle, all subject 
to call for service only in the event 
of a “defensive” war or the immi- 
nénce thereof. 

Army Men Want Year’s Training. 

The bill disagrees with the theory 
of the army general staff as to the 
amount of training necessary to 
make a soldier fit to go on the bat- 
tle lines, although it contemplates 
about the total strength proposed by 
staff officers. A year of intensive 
instruction has been-.declared by Ma- 
jor-General Scott, the chief of staff, 
to be the minimum of safety for the 
training of even defensive soldiers. 
A universal training bill carrying 
the indorsement of virtually the en- 
tire membership of the general staff 
and based on a’ year’s training is 
almost ready for final submission to 
Secretary Baker and the President. 
Neither official has committed him- 
self on the principle of universal 
training. 

The committee measure, which is 
based on that prepared by Maj. Mose- 
ley, formerly of the army general 
staff, fixes military training as a 
duty of citizenship, denying naturali- 
sation until such training has teen at 
least begun or exemption granted. All 
Government employment would be 
closed to those who could not pro- 
duce certificates of training or ¢x- 
emption, and private employers would 
be similarly prohibited from employ- 
ing any man who has evaded military 
service. A blanket penalty with a 
maximum of $1000 fine and a year’s 
imprisonment for each offense is pro- 
vided for the violation of any section 
of the act except that those who 
evade training when liable for it 
must serve a longer time. 

Reservist Required te Report. 

For nine years, or until he has 
passed his twenty-eighth year, each 
reservist would be required te report 
in person annually to the registration 
authorities of his military district. In 
case of war the youngest classes 
would be called first.. After his 
twenty-eighth year a: reservist would 
pass into the great body of*the un- 
organized militia, subject only to the 
general laws. 

The bill provides no organization 
after the troops leave training, but 
the President is given wide latitude in 
this regard. .No changes in the pres- 
*nt national guard system are pro- 
videa for. Training would be in mili- 
tary districts comprising single states 
or groups of small states, and the es- 
tablishment by lease or purchase of 
training cantonments in each district 
is directed. Registration and medical 
examining boards for each district or 
Subdivision also would be appointed 
by the President, the word of the lat- 
ter-as to physical fitness to be final; 
while action of the registration 
boards on exemptions could be ap- 
pealed to the Federal District Courts. 
Youth Mable for training would be re- 
quired to report themselves or to be 


Teported by parents or guardians. 


To encourage preliminary military 
training such as that given in schools, 
credit to a maximum of three months, 
or one-half the total required period, 
might be allowed. The applicant

RADIUM EFFECTIVE ONLY AS 
PALLIATIVE, DOCTOR REPORTS 


Research Said to Show It Is Unsatis- 
factory Means for Cure of Ma- 
lignant Tumors. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Radium is 
not a satisfactory means for the cure 
of malignant tumors, but it is the 
best pallfative treatment available 
in a number of cases, acording to 
Dr. Francis Carter Wood, director of 
the Crocker Cancer research Labara- 
tory at Columbia University, as pub- 
lished today in a supplementary re- 
port on the years’ activities at the 
laboratory. 

“It is undoubtedly possible to 
prolong life and to render the pa- 
tient more comfortable by the judici- 
ous and intelligent employment of 
large quantities of the substance, byt 
it is equally certain that the use of 
small quantities of the element in 
such cases often results in a rapid 
extension of the tumor, so that the 
patient’s condition becomes much 
worse than it would have been had 
he been left alone,’’ Dr. Wood says 
in his report. 


SOLDIER UNCONSCIOUS 29 
MONTHS FROM SHELL SHOCK 


Man in aii of Coma Since Battle of 
Marne Taken to Paris for Exam- 
ination by Specialists. 

PARIS, Feb, 10.—Hatman; the French 
soldier who. sustained shell-shock at 
the battle of the Marne and has since 
been in a state of coma, has been sent 
from Perigueux to Paris to be exam- 
ined by specialists. He was carried to 
the train on a specially-made wicker 
bed, and was accompanied by his wife, 
who was constantly with him in the 
hospital at Perigueux. 

During the last few days he has been 
seen to turn in his bed like an ordinary 
sleeper, and when he has had enough 
of. the liquid food which is given him 
he turns his head away, these being 
the only signs of consciousness he has 
given for 29 months.

SHIPS WONT SAIL 
UNLESS PROTECTED 


Government Seems Disinclined 
to Furnish Armament, Of- 
ficial Says. 


NO GUNS TO BE HAD 


Supply of Private Manufacturers 
Exhausted by Demands of 
Warring Nations. 


NEW YORK, Feb. <3.—Uniess the 
United States Government provides «on- 
voys or guns and gunners to protect 
its ships, the American line, owners of 
the steamships St. Louis, St. Paul and 
other liners will not send them across 
the Atlantic, it was announced here 
today by P. A. S. Franklin, president 
of the International Mercantile Marine. 

This decision was reached after the 
faiure of efforts to provide their own 
defensive armament, Franklin said. The 
only: source of supply of guns in this 
country, he added, seems to be the 
United: States Government, ‘‘and our 
Government seems disinclined to afford 
this protection.”’ 

He said the St. Louis would sail if 
only one gun could be obtained for her, 
but it seemed impossible to get even this 
from the Governmert or private sources 

“French and British ships are sailing 
to and from this port,” he continued, 
“with indifference to any orders from 
Germar.y, because they are armed, but 
the American line has not even one 
gun to protect itself in case of any 
emergency. We should have guns of 
six-inch caliber and crews to man them. 
There are too many lives and too. much 
property at stake to send ships out 
without protection.” 

The sailing of the Swedish-American 
liner Stockholm from this port Monday, 
Feb., 12, for Gothenburg has been post- 
poned indefinately by instructions re- 
ceived today by the line’s home office. 

Two American Vessels Safi. 

Two American vessels, the Rochester 
and Orleans left New York today for 
Bordeaux. Neither was painted with 
red and white stripes, as the German 
Government had prescribed. 

The Rochester, owned by the Keri 
Steamship Line, has a general cargo for 
Bordeaux. 

The Orleans has an American captain, 
Allan Tucker, and a crew of 35, of whom 
$2 are citizens of. the United States. 
The Rochester has 383 officers and men, 
of whom two-thirds are Americans.

Mantola’s Passengers Saved; 25 
American Muleteers on One 
of Ships Sunk. 


89 CRAFT 9 DAYS’ TOLL 


In This Period 1100 Vessels 
Have Arrived At or Sailed 
From United Kingdom Ports. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10,—Seven 
steamers, with a tonnage of 22,381, 
sunk of believed to have been sunk, 
constitute the harvest of the Ger- 
man submarine campaign reported in 
Lloyds’ dispatches as cabled from 
London today and tonight. Four of 
these were British, the Mantola, a 


passenger steamer of 6826 tons; the 
Lullington, of 2816 tons; the Beech- 
tree; of 1277 tons, and the Japanese 
Prince, of 2816 tons. The others 
were the Norwegian Solbakken, of 
2616 tons; the Norwegian Ellavore, 
of 2760 tons, and the Norwegian 
Havgard, of 1100 tons. 

This record is an increase of near- 
ly 12,000 tons over the amount of 
tonnage reported destroyed yester- 
day. 

The Japanese Prince had on board 
2% white American- muleteers, ac- 
cording to the British Vice Consul at 
Newport News. The steamer carried 
a mixed cargo of horses and general 
cargo. The muleteers signed at Newport 
News. 

All the passengers on the Mantola 
were saved; seven Lascars of the. 
crew are missing. The crew of the 
Lullington was landed Friday, and 
two of the crew of the Solbakken 
were lost. The captain of the Ella- 
vore was landed, but the mates and 
11 members of the crew are missing. 
The Beechtree’s crew was landed. 
The Japanese Prince left Newport 
News Jan. 24 for Southampton. The 
Ellavore was reported as leaving 
Barcelona Jan. 13 for avaples. 

Lloyds also announced that of the 
crew of the Norwegian ship Storskog, 
previously reported sunk, two were 
landed, the captain and the others 
being kept prisoner aboard the sub- 
marines. 

The total number of vessels de- 
stroyed in the period of U-boat oper- 
ations of Feb. 1 to 9, inclusive, is 
said to be 89, of which 21 were neu- 
tral vessels. 

During that period, it. was an- 
nounced today by persons said to be 
close to British authorities, more 
than 1100 vessels arrived at or sailed 
from ports of the United Kingdom. 
Seven hundred vessels entered Unit- 
ed Kingdom ports safely, and 410 de- 
parted, acording to this information. 

Other figures declared to have been 
received from Admiralty sources 
show that 16 ships escaped after be- 
ing attacked. Of the vesgels sunk 1° 
were trawlers and smacks, it is said. 
The summary classifies these losses 
as follows: Torpedoed: Britisna 
steamships, 25; entente steamships 
other than British, 13; neutral 
steamships, 21; trawlers and smacks,

Two Trains Placed at Disposal 
of Ambassador for Trip to 
Switzerland. 


GERARD’S PHONE CUT OFF 


Berlin Paper Says It Was Due 
to Subordinate’s Error and 
Service Was Restored. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—An Exchange dis- 
patch from The Hague says the Ger- 
man Emperor sent one of his private 


secretaries to escort Ambassador Gerard 
to Switzerland. 


Two special trains were placed by the 
German Government at the disposal of 


Gerard for the trip to Switzerland ac- 
cording to the Berlin Vossische Zeitung, 
quoted in a Reuter Amsterdam dispatch. 
One train will be for Gerard, his staff 
and family and the other for Americans 
desiring to leave Germany. 

The Vossische Zeitung confirms 
the report that telephonic communi- 
cation at the American embassy was 
cut off, but explains that this was 
the result of a mistake on the part 
of a subordinate official. Communi- 
cation, it adds, was restored by order 
of the Foreign Ministry. 

Gerard, says an Exchange Tele- 
graph dispatch from The Hague, sent 
to the German Foreign Office, 
through a neutral channel, a formal 
protest against the “cutting off of 
the embassy telephone by Govern- 
ment order 10 minutes after he had 
requested his passports.” 


Most of Americans in Berlin Haven’t 
Received Passports. 
COPENHAGEN, Feb. 10, 11 p. m.,. via 
London, Feb. 11.—The first phase of the 
exodus of Americans from Germany took 
place today. A staff correspondent of 
the Associated Press passed the Danish 
frontier as the first American permitted 
to leave Berlin, several hours before the 
train with the official party of Ambas- 
sador Gerard was scheduled to leave 

the Gérman capital. 

Ambassador Gerard was permitted to 
take with him in addition to embassy 
and consular officials, American news- 
paper correspondents and a number of 
personally recommended friends, 

The vast bulk of Americans in Berlin 
as yet have been unable to “arrange 
passport formalities,”” and are without 
information as to when these “formali- 
ties’’ can be completed, but up to the 
present they have no reason to com- 
plain of their treatment in any other re- 
spect. The attitude expressed officially 
is that, of course, when these formalities 
are completed, they will be perfectly free 
to depart.

Americans Unable to Go Are 
Given Every Assurance They

BERLIN, Feb, 9, via Amsterdam 
and London, Feb. 10.—Toward the 
handful of Americans still in Ger- 
many Ambassador Gerard has done 
his full and last duty by advising 
all who asked for advice to leave. 
Germany as soon as possible—ad- 
vice, under the present circum-. 
stances, easier given than taken. 
With the exception of the American 
C American citizens 
here today are unable to obtain the 
necessary police penmission to leave 
Germany, 

It is understood that the Imperial 
Government, while not intending to 
hold American citizens against their 
will, are waiting until Germany has 
no reason to doubt that the treaty 
of 1799 will be kept by America in 
the eventuality of war. Americans 
who are unable to leave at present 
are given every assurance that they 
will be protected. Most of the 
Americans still in Germany are fair- 
ly well resigned,to the situation. 

Gerard Refases an Interview. 

Asked on the eve of departing for 
a farewell interview, Mr. Gerard au- 
thorized the publication of the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“I have not given any interview, 
and shall not do s0; nor have I 
made any comment or statement, di- 
rect or indirect, regarding the situa- 
tion, nor shall I do so until I have 
reported to the President. Anything 
else purporting to come from me is 
a lie.” 

Sweden's answer to President Wil- 
son, "which is published here this 
afternoon, is received with satisfac- 
tion by the German press. 

The Tagebdiatt says: “Though nat- 
urally with absolute politeness, the 
Swedish note is none the less the 
most unequivocal rejection of a dip- 
lomatig. demand which can pogsibly 
be made.

Cumber of North Dakota addressing the 
Senate today on his resolution to have 
the Secretary of State inform the Senate 
of the exact views of this Government 
on the use and limitation of submarines 
in warfare, said that if the reports of 
the Cabinet meeting of yesterday are 


its position in the controversy with Ger- 
many and should explain what acts will 
be considered a direct ‘‘challenge.’’ 

Press reports of the Cabinet meeting 
indicated that the President would not 
ask Congress for a declaration of war, in 
the event of an overt act of Germany, 
but simply would request authority to 
take the necessary steps to protect the 
rights of Americans at sea. 

“We shal] now need a definition of an 
overt act,” Senator McCumber said. 
“Generally speaking, an overt act is an 
act done in the open, public. In crim- 
inal law it is an act done in furtherance 
of a criminal design. 

Thinks Limit Has Been Reached. 

“Just how the German Government 
could do more than it has done to com- 
mit an overt act it is difficult for me to 
‘understand. The proclamation of block- 
ade by that Government said in effect 
that any vessel coming into the war 
gone would be sunk and indicated that 
they would be sunk without warning. 
Since Feb. 1 75 vessels have been sunk 
and have been sunk without notice, On 
one, at least, the life of an American 
citizen was taken, and I believe one 
was an American ship. 

“And yet we are told by the morning 


press that this Government will await] 


an ‘overt act.’ Certainly, if we wait for 
a more definite infication of the pur- 
pose of the German Government to ad- 
here to its declaration, there can be, in 
my judgment, no danger whatever of 
war. 

“l wish to note that in giving out 
this information, if it is correctly given, 
the words ‘American lives and American 
ships’ are used, and not the words 
‘american lives or American ships.’ 

“Does this mean that we have further 
receded from our position and that the 
loss of American lives on a belligerent 
merchant vessel torpedoed by a subma- 
rine will not call for anything .sterner 
than a protest? Does it mean that an- 
other Lusitania case will pass unnoticed 
by this Government? If that is true, then 
by every principle of justice we ought 
to notify the American people, and not 
only notify them, but take steps to pre- 
vent them from traveling on belligerent 
merchant vessels.’’ 

House Discusses Neutral Rights. 

The rights of neutral merchant ves- 
sels in the present submarine warfare 
was the subject of protracted discussion 
in the House today in the course of a 
debate on the naval appropriation Dill. 
Representative Temple of Pennsylvania, 
an authority on international law, was 
greeted with much applause when he 
voiced his support of the principle that 
a warship had no right, under the rec- 
ognized rules of international war, to 
attack and sink an unarmed merchant 
vessel which made no attempt to resist. 

Representative Moore of Pennsylvania 
argued that since the United States 
might easily be forced into a war which 
required the blockading of a _ foreign 
country, it was to the advantage of this 
country to agree to the use of subma- 
tines in the manner in which Germany 
uses them. 

“Now the question arises,”- he said, 
“why should we continue to construct 
submarines at enormous expense if we 
are not going to use them for offensive 
and defensive purposes, and if we were 
forced to a crisis which necessitated the 
blockading of a foreign country, or a 
crisis which necessitated the blockading 
of our own coasts, would we use these 
submarines in the manner the nations 
now at war use them, and if we would 
80 use them, what is our complaint 
against the other nations which are us- 
ing them?” 

Merchant Ship May Elect Course. » 

Representative Temple, in discussing 
the principles of international law in- 
volved in the submarine controversy, as- 
Serted that the law“was based on the 
rights of neutrals. 

“If a vessel resists capture,’’ he point- 
ed out, “it may be blown out of the 
Water. 

“If a vessel which is a merchant ship 
fires first on a submarine or any other 
warship it loses its rights as a non- 
“mbatant. The law is based on the 
rights of the neutrals concerned. The 
right of neutrals does not depend on 
the weapon that is used against their

GERMAN ATTACKS FAIL 


British Retain New Position in 
France—Teuton Aerodrome 
Is Damaged by Bombs. 


‘LONDON, Feb. 10.—The British of- 
fensive' south of Kut-El-Amara was 
resumed sucessfully on Friday, says 
an official statement issued tonight. 
Under cover of a heavy bombard- 
ment, a portion of the new Turkish 
front line west of the Hai River was 
secured and consolidated, in the face 
of two counter attacks and two 
bombing attacks. 
the statement 
adds, ‘Turkish trenches were pene- 
trated and by successful bombing 
work were secured and consolidated 
along a front of 1200 yards. 

German Attacks on New British Posti- 
' tions Repulsed. 

LONDON, Feb. 10.—The official state- 
ment from British headquarters in 
France issued tonight reads: 

“Last night the enemy attacked our 
new positions east of Sailly-Saillisel 
after a heavy bombardment. The attacks 
were everywhere unsuccessful. 

“The enemy attempted raids-during the 
night southeast of Neuville-St. Vaast, 
east of Vermelles, and south of Neuve 
Chapelle, but were repulsed in each 
case with considerable losses, leaving a 
few prisoners in our hands. 

“‘A party of our troops entered the en- 
emy’s lines east of Neuville-St. Vaast, 
destroyed a machine gun emplacement 
and returned without casualties. This 
afternoon, opposite Givenchy, we cap- 
tured 25 prisoners, including one office:. 
In the last 24 hours we have taken 4 
prisoners, including two officers. 

“The artillery has been active on both 


sides of the Somme in the neighborhood 


of Serre and in-the Ypres sector. Four 
explosions were caused in the enemy’s 
line by our fire. 

“Yesterday our bombs did consider- 
able damage to an enemy aerodrome. 
One German airplane was destroyed in 
an aerial fight and another was brought 
down by anti-aircraft guns.”’ 


Commander of British Patrol Fleet 
Says They Are Sinking Submarines. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—In a letter read 
at the war loan meeting today, Vice 
Admiral Sir Reginald Bacon, command- 
er of the Dover Patrol, is quoted as say- 
ing: 

“If you will try as hard to do your 
duty ashore by raising a loan as we 
are doing at sea by sinking submarines 
and frustrating other evil devices, you 
will make the loan such a success that 
it will be a knockout blow to the en- 
emy.”’ 


Activity on All Fronts Never Ceased, 
Berlin Paper Says. 

BERLIN, Feb. 6, by wireless to Tuck- 
erton, N. J., Feb. 10.—Although army 
headquarters statements of late have 
announced that there have been no in- 
cidents of importance,”’ says the Berlin- 
er Tageblatt, ‘the fighting activity has 
not ceased at any place for even one 
moment. On the whole 1200-mile front 
in Belgium, France, Russia, Rumania 
and Macedonia, troops with rifle in 
hand are ready at any hour of the night 
and day to repulse the besiegei enemy’s 
attempts to break the iron ring. 

“Batteries hidden in woods and cov- 
ered by ice and snow, are ready to open 
fire at a second’s notice. On hundreds 
of sectors there are artillery duels, sur- 
prising fire attacks and violent cannon- 
ades. Every day numberless isolated en- 
terprises under hardship and danger are 
carried out. Pioneers are digging and 
constructing in haste and there is in- 
tense and feverish activity in thousands 
of underground telephone stations. 

“At dawn airplane squadrons take to 
the air for daily reconnaissance and 
combat with enemy machines. Night 
and day columns of men-carry to the 
foremost positions ammunition, food and 
mails and bring back sick and wounded. 
In thousands of dressing places and 
hospitals on the front an army of sur- 
geons, 
oo are incessantly working.” 


French Aviator Drops Bombs eon 
° Karlsruhe. 

PARIS, Feb. 10.—The following official 
report was given out today: 

“Last night one of our aviators set 
forth to drop bombs on the railway sta- 
tion and barracks at Karlsruhe (in Ger- 
many, about fifty miles from the French 
border). His objectives were attained. 
He set forth tn a French machine at 
10:50 p. m., and returned at 2:10 a. m. 
this morning, his mission having been 
accomplished. 

“German aviators dropped bombs this 
morning in the region of Dunkirk, and 
last night and again this morning 
on Amiens. There were no vic- 
tims at Dunkirk. One woman was killed 
at Amiens. Bombs also were dropped 
on Nancy and in the region of Point St. 
Vincent. One civilian was killed and 
four were wounded.”’

EMPLOYERS SEND 
THEIR MEN 10 
BE NATURALIZED 


Workmen to Go to Office in a 
Body and Be Paid for the 
Time Required. 


Systematic naturalization of aliens, at 
the instance of their employers, will be 
conducted on a large scale this week 
in the naturalization office in the Fed- 
eral building. 

Several firms which employ consider- 
able numbers of aliens have arranged 
to send them to the naturalization office 
in a body, and will pay them at the reg- 
ular wage scale for the time spent in 
this way. Two of these firms sent an 
advance guard of men yesterday. They 
were the St. Louis Cordage Mills, which 
sent 12 men and promised to send 80 
tomorrow, and the American Manufac- 
turing Co., makers of bagging, who sent 
six and promised 12 more tomorrow. 
The number of applications for first 
papers, in the week which ended yes- 
terday, was 599, a greater number than 
had been previously, received in any 
month. Yesterday’s “total was 81, and 
would have been nearly twice as great, 
but for the fact that the office closed at 
1 o'clock. It will be open at 9 tomorrdw 
morning. Six clerks were on duty yes- 
terday. 


Anxious to Protect Property. 
M. R. Bevington, Chief Naturaliza- 
tion Examiner here, says applicants 
have been questioned closely about 
their motives. The great majority 
are men advanced in years, and the 
reason they give in most cases is that 
they are property owners and they 
fear that if war should come their 
property would be taken from them. 
There is a Missouri statute which 
provides that an alien cannot acquire 
title to property, but the State Su- 
preme Court has held that only the 
State itself can attack the title in 
such cases, 
The St. Louts office is headquar- 
ters for naturalization in eight states, 
Missouri, Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and parts of 
Tennessee and Illinois. Reports re- 
ceived by Bevington are that there is 
a rush for naturalization in all these 
states. : 
A scarcity of the necessary forms 
is threatened, Supplies have been or- 
dered for the St. Louis office by tele- 
graph, but they have not arrived. Un- 
less supplies are received at St. Louis 
and at the stations in the 
states in a few days, there will have 
to be a temporary suspension, as no 
substitutes for the official forms can 
be used.

The bill posting comrany, after post- 
ing bills for the Governor through the 
recent campaign, collected $1500 and 
posted a bill to Jefferson City for the 
$1140 lance. The Governor or some- 
body’ in his entourage seems to have 
got the impression that the bill posting 
company was asking for a job under 
the new adrrinistration. At any rate, 
the company received a ‘“form’’ letter 
which is sent to applicants for jobs. 

The “form” letter is all that it has 
‘received to date, and the company con- 
siders that a very poor substitute for 
$1140. 
| The trouble is, or at least one of the 
troubles is, that Gov. Gardner has filed 
a statement of his campaign expenses 
which shows that he spent $3800. That 
comes within about $200 of the maximum 
amount that he could/spend without run- 
ning afoul of the corrupt practices act. 
He could send the $200 to the bill posting 
company without getting into trouble, 
but that would leave $940 still due and 
would not help the situation much. 

The bill posting company, doubtful of 
its ability to solve the situation, has 
hired a lawyer, Forest P. Tralles, who 
has posted another bill to Jefferson Cit¥. 
which up to da 
a ‘‘form”’ letter. 

Tralies gays the bill posting was or- 
dered by the committee which handled 
the Gardner campaign. He does not 
know who compose the committee, but 
cne of the members was Omar D. Grey, 
Gardner’s campaign manager. 

Tralles says the $1500 was paid 
through the Lafayette-South Side 
Bank, of which Ben Brinkman, one 
of the Governor's Colonels, is'a vice 
president. He does not know whose 
money it was, and he is not con- 
cerned about that, but he would like 
to know where the other $1140 is 
coming from.

TORECOGNZE THE

Notifies Germany That It Will 
Be Held Responsible for 
Any Overt Acts. 


RIO JANEIRO, Feb. 10.~—The note 
handed to the German Secretary of For- 
eign Affairs by the Brazifian Minister 
at Berlin, in reply to Germany’s declara- 
tion of the resumption of ‘unrestricted 
submarine warfare, was made public 
here today. At the same time it was 
stated that Fofeign Minister Lauro Mul- 
ler, in replying to President Wilson's 
suggestion that other neutral’ nations 
take the same position as the United 
States in respect to the German suyb- 
marine campaign, will inform Washing- 
ton that Brazil has declared to Germany 
that she does not recognize the sub- 
marine blockade as effective. The note 
wit further say that Brazil leaves with 
Germany the responsibility for all acts 
from which Brazilian merchantment may 
suffer in violation of international law. 

Text of Reply. 

The text of the reply to Germany fol- 
lows;

FORD PLAN TO RECLAIM MEN 
GIVEN DEMONSTRATION HERE 


Manufacturer’s Social Service Work- 
ers Seek to Obtain Parole for 
Man Charged With Robbery. 

The method by which Henry Ford, the 
automobile manufacturer, is working to 
make useful citizens out of men with 
criminal records was demonstrated in 
St. Louls yesterday, when the case of 
John Hays, a machinist, under indict- 
ment for first degree robbery, was called 
in the Court of Criminal Correction for 
preliminary hearing. 

When Hays was arrested a few days 
ago at the Ford plant at Highland Park, 
Mich., a representative of the Social 
Service Department of the Ford com- 
pany called on Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney McCullen and asked that Hays be 
permitted to return to his employment 
with the Ford company.

BANKER OF JOPLIN 
S INCOMPETENT, 
PHYSICIANS FIND 


Three Examine T. W. Cunning- 
ham, Who Wed Osteopath, 
and Their Report Is Filed. 


SANITY INQUIRY PENDING 


City and County to Try to Pre- 
serve a Bequest He Arranged 
for Road Fund. 


Special to the Post- Dispatoh, 
JOPLIN, Mo., Feb. 10.—Three Jop- 


lin physicians today examined Thom- 
as W. Cunningham, the 72-year-ol1 
banker, and after a two-hour session 
unanimously pronounced him wholly 
incompetent to handle any tusiness 
or even personal affairs of any con- 
sequence. Their opinion was filed in- 
formally with the Prebate Court and 
will be used as a foundation for the 
sanity inquiry which will be held 


{next Thursday. 


The hearing results from Cunning- 
ham’s secret marriage to a 80-year- 
old osteopath, Dr. Zoe W. Wilkins, 
who récently sold for $300,000 the 
Cunningham National Bank of Jop- 
lin, which she stated Cunningham hai 
given to her as a wedding present, 
and of the recent transfer of $250,000 
of his J&sper County*property for a 
6000-acre Michigan farm. 


Deals After Suit Was Filed. 
These deals were made after Mrs. 


Tabitha Taylor, 71, had sued Cun- 
ningham for divorce as a common- 
law wife, and before she sued Mrs. 
Wilkins Cunningham for $250,000 for 
alienation of Cunningham's affec- 
tions, 

At @ special conference today of 
the members of the Jasper County 
Road Commission the members in- 
dividually pledged themselves to un- 
dertake the financing of a rigid in- 
quiry into the marriage of Cunning- 
ham and Mrs, Wilkins, and the cir- 
cumstances under which Cunning- 
ham gave to her 1950 of the 2000 
shares of the Cunningham National 
Bank of Joplin. 

Those who attended the meeting 
and reiterated an informal agreement 
entered into for this purpose several 
days ago were John F. Wise, presi- 
dent of the Miners’ Bank; H. V. 
Murphy, vice president of the Miners’ 
Bank; Mayor Hugh McIndoe and for- 
mer State Senator John Malang, 
chairman of the road district. 

Mayor McIndoe pledged all assist- 
ance the city legally can extend in 
an inquiry of this nature, and 
through the City Counselor an ef- 
fort will be made to obtain from the 
City Council and county officials an 
appropriation of money to support 
the inquiry.

American League 


Heads Assert They Have Enough Players 
Signed Now to Start the Season; National Contracts. Ar- 
: riving—Fultz Appears a Loser Now. 


While not so much is heard from 
the National Leaguers, the fact that 
Charles Weeghman has signed 27 
men indicates that the difficulty of 
landing players is in direct propor- 
tion to the size of the pay offered, 


rather than to the potency of the 
Fraternity head's orders. 

It is generally believed—and claimed 
by the club owners—that nothing but 
a calamity can stop the American 
League from opening with eight good 
teams. This, if true, breaks the 
strike, regardless of the National 
League’s condition. 

The belief that the strike will be 
ended before it» has begun, so to 
speak, grew with the announcement 
that Fultz had sought a conference 
with minor league heads, after first 
announcing that the complaints con- 
cerned only five leagues, instead of all 
the minors... Whether rightly or not, 
it was construed as a backdown. 

It is almost safe to say that April 
11 will see both leagues opening with 
very few stubbdrn holdouts pleading 
for readmission.

East Supported Changes. 


The majority of the eastern clubs 
were lined up on the side of enacting 
the new amateur rule. Julian S. My- 


rick, Bob Wrenn and Karl H. Behr 
pleaded for the amendment and 
spoke forcefully in its favor. 

The opposition was quite as well 
presenten by Charles Cariand of Pitts- 

urg and J. C. Rohifs, secretary of 
the Pacific Coast Association and the 
delegates finally lined up against 
what several times was designated 
as class legislation. 

The first real test came when the 
clause prohibiting the payment of ex- 
penses was put to a vote. It received 
a majority, the ballot showing 153 in 
favor to 115 against, but it was con- 
siderably short of the two-thirds vote 
necessary to pass an amendment to 
the by-laws. 

The clause relating to the sporting 
zoods business met with a similar 
fate, although R. Norris Williams IT, 
the national champion, tried to save 
it with a compromise amendment. 

Williams aimed to get the rule 
through by permitting those already 
in the sporting goods business to con- 
tinue as amateurs, which would pro- 
tect McLoughlin and his co-workers. 


The amendment was substituted for 

the more drastic rule Suggested by 
the Executive Committee by a vote of 
139 to 134. Bob Wrenn, Kar! Behr 
and Julien S. Myrick spoke in favor 
of the amendment, but even then this 
compromise measure failed. 
The rule prohibiting a club or as- 
eociation holding a tournament or 
matches at which gate receipts are 
charged from contrituting to the ex- 
penses of players passed along into 
Oblivion. . 


The whole thing just drifted back 
to the old rule that an amateur is an 
amateur, until he is paid cash money 
for his services. 

The project to eliminate the word 
“championship” from tournaments of 
minor importance did not stand a 
chance. The delegates felt the word 
helped stimulate the sport in smal] 
places and recked not that it carried 
little real meaning. The idea of hav- 
ing an official Proxy Committee also 
was snowed under. 

Strangely enough, when Dick Cros- 
en_ of Cleveland and M. H. Wildes of 


the Northwest told of players receiv- 
ing money to compete in tournaments, 
the delegates remained unmoved. 


Crosen said he did not want to incon- 
venience the lawn tennis tourists. He 
related how he had heard represeta- 
tives of two clubs debating which was 
to have Willie Davis and Johnston, the 
Californians, at their respective: tour- 
naments, the Dayton man being tri- 
umphant because his club had paid 
expenses to the tune of $150. 

Wildes related how urna@ment 
managements of Tacoma akd Seattle 
had entered into rivalry, Tacoma 
finally winning because - expenses 
were paid only to players who agreed 
not to compete in the tournament at 
Seattle. 

The one thing that the Hasern dele- 
mates were able to do was to place 
all of the national championships 
tournaments except the clay court on 
Eastern courts. The national singles 
and the juniors and boys were award- 
ed' to the West Side Tennis Club for 
its field of turf at Forest Hills. 


Western Delegate Protests. 


With the East picking all of the 
tournament plums, Louis H. Waid- 
ner, president of the Western Asso- 


ciation, hotly charged that there was 
danger of his association seceding 
from the national association. 

He charged that with all of the 
western delegates from the Pacific 
Coast to Chicago favor keeping the 
national doubles in the west, that the 
eastern clubs had ignored the wishes 
of the west, and aided by the im- 
proper distribution of the vote, had 
wrested from his section of the coun- 
try its rightful heritage in the sport. 
He moved and secured the appoint- 
ment of a committee to report on a 
proper apportionment of the voting 
so as to equalize its effects. 
‘Apparently the delegates believed 
that proper restrictions should be 
placed upon the entry list to the na- 
tional championship tournament. No 
objection was raised. The conditions 
were that the list must close 10 days 
prior to the . tournament. To be 


eligible competitors must have been 
ranked among the first 20 during the 
past five years, or have been semi- 
finalists or better in at least two tour- 
naments during the season, or have 
played in at least three sanctioned 
tournaments and with a reasonably 
wood record, according to the commit- 


tee of management of the’ tourna- 

ment or be acceptable to the executive 

committee, if from foreign countries, 

and deemed sufficiently skilled to 

qualify.

Whereas a majority of 
the\ courses in this or any other city 
have from 85 to 90.acres, the Sunset Hill 
links embrace 177 acres, with a total 
of 6270 yards for the actual course. 

It has a salt-water bathing pool, con- 
veniently located for the users of the 
locker room, and this in itself is an un- 
common adjunct for an inland city. The 
Giscovery of this was quite accidental. 
When boring for fresh water, a stream 
made salt by contact with what is called 
St. Peter’s “Vein of Salt” was en- 
countered and found to contain a salt 
solution of about 20 per cent of the 
ocean water. This has been pumped 
and welled up for a bathing pool, 
140x365 feet, only a few yards from 
the locker rooms.

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HOMESTEAD LEADER 
ANSWERS DEFI BUT

Thinks His Soccerites Should 
Have Been Invited for Title 
Series by Barker. 


D. Cc. Adamson, manager of the 
Homestead, Pa. soccer team, which 
played three games here during the 
New Years holidays, and secretary of 
the Pittsburg District League in a 
letter to the Post-Dispatch in which 
he refutes the statements made by 
President Barker of the St. Louis 


League in Yegards to alibis made by 
the Homestead men says that he 
thinks his team should have been 
given the honor of a direct invitation 
to compete in a championship series 
with the locals. 

This is the only word direct or in- 
directly received since Barker hurled 
his challenge broadcast for a title 
series three weeks ago. Adamson, 
however does not accept the chal- 
lenge, saying that few of his players 
have seen a ball since thé games here. 

He states though that a spring 
series will start in a short time and 
this will enable kickers to get into 
shape by probably the end of March 
or first of April, leaving ample time 
to settle the question of supremacy 
before the St. Louis team leaves for 
Sweden. 


What Adamson Has to Say. 


Adamson’s letter in part follows: 
The writer, as manager of the Home- 
stead team. wishes to contradict the part 


of Mr. Barker’s recent statement referring 
to “‘alibis.’’ as a perusal of St. Louis 
newspapers on Dec. . 31 and Jan. 1 
and will show that the only alibis of- 
fered therein were on behalf of the St. 
Louis teams. In the two games we lost 
St. Louls papers acknowldeged that Pitts- 
burg had about 76 per cent of each, but 
failed to win because of the absénce of 
a goal-scoring center forward, which was 
my fault and for which no excuse was 
offered. ‘ 

For the information of St. Louls soccer 
fandom I will say that this is the first 
statement written for ae by any 
official or player of the gees | team 
since it returned home and is made now 
to refute the charges in Mr. Barker's 
statement, which may be correct so far as 
the EPastern team which played in the 
city Christmas is concerned, but certain- 
ly is not so respecting Pittsburg.

Tener proposes to enlarge the home 
plate and give the batter a walk on 
three balls instead of four. 


Herzog’s Foul Zone. 


Charley Herzog would describe a fou) 
zone adjacent to the present foul lines 
wherein line drives would. not count as 


strikes. His idea is comprehensive. He 
argues that a line drive that lands foul 
by a few feet should not be penalized 
the same as a lolly-pop foul that flares 
into the grand stand. He would have 
such drives that land within a pre- 
scribed zone designated as. neither a 
strike nor 2 ball. He thinks the bat- 
ter should receive some credit for z. 
well-conceived base hit that fails of its 
purpose only by 10 feet. | 

Percy Haughton, 2 novice in the game, 
would attack the very fundamentals of 
baseovali. He wants to shorten the dis- 
tance between home plate and _ first 
base and between third base and the 
home plate, leaving second base as ,it 
is. He also would prohibit the use of 
the spitball. 

John McGraw goes the other way 
around. He thinks the easiest way to 
nenaiize the pitcher, thereby increas- 
ing the hitting, is to put more rubber 
in the core of the ball, increasing its 
resilience; ergo the chances for a safe 
hit. 


Tener’s Plan Impractical. 


But now comes Branch Rickey for 
a literary digest of the ‘“‘main idea.’ 
Branch wishes to cast a_ dissenting 


vote, 

“Tl think Tener’s suggestion of en- 
larging the home plate and at the samc 
time arbitrarily establishing the limit 
of three balls instead of four for a 
walk gets nowhere,” said Rickey. “If 
we enlarge the plate we further in- 
crease the officiency of the pitcher. tf 
we reduce the number of balls for a 
walk from four to three we no more 
than equalize the advantage given by 
enlarging the plate. 

“Tl regard Herzog’s suggestion of cre- 
ating a foul zone as splendidly con- 
ceived, but entirely impractical. Who 
shall determine whethér a drive into 
this zone is a liner or a pop fly? Per- 
sonally I believe that a player who 
whales a drive down the foul line, only 
a few feet from fair territory, should 
not be penalized the same as the bat- 
ter who pops one into the stand for his 
first or second strike. But how are wo 

ing to distinguish between the line 

rives and the pop flies that fall with- 
in the zone? 


. 90-Foot Line Must Stay. 


lshorten the distance to first and from 
third to the plate is radical and im- 
practical. Baseball has endured too 


long with a 90-foot base line for us 
to consider a change now. It must have 
been fundamentally correct or it would 
not have endured so long. 

“As for prohibiting the use of the 
spitball, I hardly can lend by hearty 
Support to such a move. It would be 
difficult to enforce such a rule. 


“Ana now we come to McGraw’s plan 
of putting more rubber in the core of 
the baseballs, increasing their resiliency 
and at the same time chances for base 
hits. I am opposed to that on the 
srounds that in 1912, when we had a 
livelier ball, we had many playe#s in- 
jured. The pitcher and the third base- 
man have a tough time dodging line 
drives. If we have a livelier bal] it 
will tend to shatter their confidence and 
weaken the defensive play. We must 
not do that. 

“Summed up, my theory of the whole 
thing is to attack the evil at the root. 
If our pitchers are too effective, caus- 
ing a decay in the desirable feature of 
hitting, let’s penalize only the pitch- 


rs. 

“I think we can do that without 
changing the physical appearance of 
the diamond and without making any 
rules so involved as to confuse the 
fans even for a season. 


“Move the Pitcher Back.’’ 


“Why not move the pitcher back a 
few feet, or even a foot? The first bis 
change in the rules,.made when the 
game began to develop into a national 
issue, Was to move the pitcher farther 


away from the plate. 

“Today the pitcher is 60.5 feet frorh 
the batter’s box. It is 63.63 feet from 
the pitcher’s box to second base. My 
idea would be to put the pitcher haif- 
way between the plate and _ second 
base. Mowe him back two feet, or per- 
haps only one and one-half feet. You'll 
find that that is a penalty sufficient to 
increase hitting, at least moderately. 


‘We mustn't attack the vitals of base- 
ball. Base lines must remain at 9% 
feet. There’s no need for foul zones. 
To make the balls livelier is hazardous, 
I believe. In fact, I see no need for 
any changes and it is my opinion that 
none will bea made. But you nave 
asked me to discuss changes alreddy 
proposed and I heve done so. I have 
finished.,’’ : 

That no radical changes will be made 
is almost the unanimous opinion of 
the fans. However, when men of the 
McGraw, Herzog and Tener type ven- 
ture sugwestions they @re worthy of 
consideration. But in the end they 
will only prove that baseball is able to 
endure despite the apparent handicaps 
under which it is now laboring. 

As long as baseball can keep out of 
the courts the present rules will suf-

to the number of pounds of fibre each delivers to the association for marketing. 


After deducting the expenses of operation, federal and state taxes, cost of 
transportation and warehouse charges, the remainder of the proceeds of sale is

PARIS HOSPITAL WORK 


Donations From City in Money 
and Services Acknowledged in 
American Ambulance Report. 


The report of the American Ambulance 
Hospital in Paris for 1916, which has 
just been received here, contains ac- 
knowledgment of assistance rendered 
by St. Louis in money, in the endow- 
ment of beds and in the service of men 
and women. 

Dr. P. Thompson of St. Louls ts listed 
among the surgeons and physicians. J. 
H. Terry is Lieutenant of Orderlies. 
Mrs. E. 8S. Douglas is in the surgical 
dressing department. George Dock ZJr. 
is in the ambulance service. J. Cow- 
an Hulbert is a section director in the 
same service. Preston Lockwood is an 
assistant inspector 

Those. who have endowed beds in the 
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St. Louis wards at a cost of $0 a month 
each are: John T. Davis Jr., the 
Davis estate, Mrs. John T. Davis Jr., 
John Fowler, Miss Helen Gratz, Miss 
Marion Gratz, Mrs. J. D. Wooster Lam- 
bert, Mrs. Henry C. Scott (the Henry 
C. Scott bed) and Mrs. Stanley Stoner 
(the Saint Louis bed). There are two 
of the St. Louis wards. The 10 beds in 
the other are not maintained by indi- 
viduals but by the general contributions. 
The contributions of St. Louis up to 
Nov. 1, 1916, was $16,555.55. That of Chi- 
cago up to the same itme was $16,237.50. 
Since Nov. 1 St. Louis has forwarded 
more than $6000 fn cash. 

St. Louis now has three young men, 
Sidney Allen, Virgil Lewis and a Mr. 
Chauvenet, in Paris training for ambu- 
lance driving, and it has sent over one 
fully equipped ambulance at a cost of 
$1600, which was donated by private sub- 
scription, not shown in the report. 

The hospital cares for more than 1500 
patients daily at its main and auxiliary 
hospitals. It has about 250 ambulances 
on duty in Paris and at the front. The 
cost of maintaining the work, which 
grows greater as the prices of necessi- 
ties increase, has been borne entirely 
by the American public.

INDICTMENT OF PAPER 
MAKERS 10 BE SOUGHT 


Federal Inquiry Said to Have 
Developed Evidence Believed 
to Be Sufficient. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Federal in- 
vestigation of the news print paper sit- 
vation has uncovered enough evidence, 
it was made known today, to warrant 
the Department of Justice to ask for 
the indictment of paper manufacturers 
for alleged anti-trust law violations. A 
Federal grand jury in New York is tak- 
ing testimony to determine if there has 
been a criminal conspiracy in restraint 
of trade. Bainbridge Colby and Mark 
Hyman have been retained as special 
assistants to the Attorney-General to 
aid in the inquiry. 

The Federal Trade Commission, which 
has furnished much of the information 
to the Department of Justice, announced 
today that Francis J. Heney of Cali- 
fornia had been engaged as a special 
attorney in the commission’s inquiry 
into high news print prices, and that 
under his direction the commission 
would continue its investigation after 
a preliminary report {is made to Con- 
gress early next week. Additional data 
will be supplied to the Department of 
Justice as fast as it is obtained. 

The report to Congress, which was to 
have been made Monday, probably wil! 
be delayed for some days because of the 
illness of one of the commissioners. It 
will be in the nature of an interim re- 
port, and will cover the efforts of the 
commission to find a solution for an ap- 
parent news print shortage and relief 
for publishers from almost prohibitive 
prices which have obtained for about a 
year. 

The Trade Commission, it is under- 
stood, will report that it has found that 
increases in news print prices within 
the year are from four to 2 times the 
advance in production costs.

DO TO STARVE BRITISH 


Chicago Tribune-Figures 1,000,- 
000 Tons of Shipping Month- 
ly for 9 Months Must Be Sunk. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—A comprehensive 
summary of official food and shipping 
statistics by the Tribune shows: 

That Germany will have to sink 1,000,- 
000 tons of shipping a month, for at least 


nine months, before England would ap- 
proach starvation. 

That if Germany maintains the present 
average of destruction of about 500,- 
000 tons a month, it would take approx- 
imately 18 months to starve the British 
Isles. 

That if the present rate of destruction 
can be maintained for a year, a visible 
weakening of the allies might become 
apparent. 

That Great Britain's food supply is 
more than half dependent on imports, 
the remainder being produced in the 
British Isles. 

What Great Britain Needs. 

That Great Britain must import 16,- 
500,000 tons of foodstuffs this year to 
support her armies and keep her civil- 
fans supplied with the necessaries of 
Nfe. 

That for Great Britain to obtain this 
amount of foodstuffs, approximately 
11,500,000 gross tons of shipping, carry- 
ing foodstuffs alone, must enter Brit- 
ish ports this year. 

That less than 15 per cent of all ships 
transporting cargoes to the British Isles 
carry foodstuffs and,that probably the 
food ships sunk by the Germans bear 
the same ratio to’ the 7 number of 
cargo ships sunk. 

That England has a tood supply on 
hand which will last her probably two 
months, if not a ton:of food reaches En- 
gland. 

These conclusions afte based on an ex- 
haustive study of statistics of the food 
supply, the shipping, food imports, 
losses because of submarine sitnkings, 
construction of ships to replace those 
sunk, ships withdrawn from cargo car- 
rying trade by the British Admiralty, 
small ships usually used’ for coast trade 
put into the ocean trade because of 
the war, and other necessary factors. 

What Germany Hopes to Do. 

Germany believes that if she can sink 
1,000,000 tons of shipping a month around 
the British Isles Great Britain will feel 
the pinch of starvation within 6 days. 

Shipping and food supply statistics, 
however, indicate that Germany cannot 
even by destroying 1,000,000 tons a month 


for three months, cause a great short- 


age of food supplies in the British Isles. 
Moreover, Germany is not maintaining 
the million-a-month rate and naviga- 
tion experts are of the opinion that not 
more than 350,000 tons of shipping will 
be the record this month. 

Up to the presente date, Germany has 
sunk approximately 150,000 tons of ship- 
ping in 10 days. If this should be kept 
up she would sink about 420,000 tons for 
the short month of February.

“framed” on him. He said he did not 
take money from Montine, and did not 
talk to him.

RABBIT SKIN SALES 
[FAD ALL FUR ANIMALS 


Are Made Up Into Garments, 
Felts and Imitation Furs of 
Cheap Varieties. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has received many 
inquiries regarding the merits of certain 
rabbits that have been extensivoly ad-, 
vertised as fur producers. Replies to 
these have stated that the demand for 
rabbit fur is such as to make it pay vo 
save the pelts of domestic rabbits killed 


for food, but that raising rabbits for the 
fur alone would be unprofitable with 
any known breed. 

More skins of rabbits are collected and 
sold annually than of all other fur ani- 
mals combined. Before the present war 
Great Britain imported each year from 
70,000,000 ro 90,000,000 skins, while the 
home production added 30,000,000 more. 
France, Belgium, Germany, the United 
States and other countries also use large 
quantities of this fur. The bulk of it 
is sold in bales, bringing from 10 cents 
ta 50 cents a pound, dependent on color 
and quality. The better class of skins 
sell by the dozen, bringing from 50 cents 
to $1, or less than 10 cents each. 

Baled rabbit furs are bought largely 
for felting purposes, being “made into 
cloth or coarse hats, while.the skins are 
utilized for manufacturing glue. Fine 
hats are made of nutria (the fur of the 
Scuth American coypu) or of nutria and 
rabbit fur mixed. The fur of the com- 
mon wild rabbits of America does not 
feit well and is In slight demand. Whole 
skins off these animals seldom sell for 
for more than one or two cents each. 

The better kinds of rabbit skins are 
used for making fur garments which, 
when made up, are commonly sold _as 
“cony,” but often under other trade 
names. White skins are made up in im- 
flation of arctic fox or, sheared, in imi- 
tation of ermine. Gray rabbits are dyed 
brown or black and become “Baltic 
black fox’’ or “Baltic brown fox;” seai- 
éyed, they become “inland seal,” “‘elec- 
tric seal,” “coast seal,” or “near-seal. ’ 
These garments, while handsome and 
comfortable, have little durability and 
are therefore cheap. 


Builds Big Success 


on Early Failure 

C, E. Jackson of Minnesota is a breed- 
er who has had an interesting experi- 
ence. Once he gave up, but later took 
it up and made a success of it. Last 
year he made a profit of $4.80 per hen in 
six months, which is unusual. 

After his first failure Jackson studied 
the matter carefully and took up the sin- 
glie-comb White Orpingtons. With a pen 
of 10 hens he got 91 eggs in 10 days in 
January and 230 eggs for the month. In 
January, February and March he ob- 
tained 608 eggs, and in six months 1052 
eggs, and for the year 1616 eggs. The 
total cost per hen for feed was $1:80 per 
year, or 15 cents a month. Most of the 
eggs were sold on the market at good 


prices, but some were sold at $1 per set- 
o 


ting. 

While Jackson takes good care of his 
birds he does not force them over- 
strongly, he says, for egg production. 
Quick results can be had in this way 
but the vitality of the bird is injured and 
this applies to the reproducing organs. 
If they are to be kept for breeders and 
lay too heavily they will not reproduce 
themselves. He never feeds pepper or 
hot wet mashes and he buys mixed grain 
for scratching. He feeds a dry mash at 
all times and is strong for sprouted oats 
He makes his own cabinets for this pur- 
pose and keeps them in the basement of 
his house in winter. He supplements 
all of this with plenty of grit and char- 
coal and, of course, with plenty of good 


; water.

JANUARY EGG-LAYING 
CONTEST RECORD flan 


Cup for Month at Missouri Ex- 
periment Station Won by R. I. 
Whites; Development Facts. 


By C. T. PATTERSON 


Director Missouri Poultry Experiment 
Station, Mountain Grove. 


Three stages of development are 
Yusually noted at the beginning of an 
egg-laying contest. First is a class 
ef pullets which have been laying for 
some time before entering the con- 
test on Nov. 1. Nature tries to place 
them in the “hen” class and causcs 
them to go through a fall moult the 


same as hens. This, of course, re- 
duces the egg record. Another class 
is the small, premature pullets which 
require some time to develop, which 
prevents them from making a high 
record during the contest year. The 
uver-developed pullets are hatched 
too early, while the under-developed 
cnes are not ratched early cnough. 
The other class is made up of pullets 
which are hatched at the right time 
and are properly developed to begia 
about No. 1 and continue through thé 
winter. About £0 per cent of the high 
producers are in this class. 
No arbitrary dates can be fixed tor 
hatching the many breeds, for the 
chicks can be influenced by feed and 
care after hatching, but the follow- 
ing dates have been found good: Last 
of February and first of March for 
the heavier breeds; last of March and 
first of April for the medium breeds, 
and last «f April and first of May for 
the small breeds. 

About as many pullets in the con- 


too late. 

About 6C pe: cent of the pullets be- 
gan laying in November or before, 59 
per cent of the remainder began tn 
December, and 75 per cent of the ones 
left began laying in January, there 
being only 14 pullets not laying up 
to Jan. 31. This indicates that if 
vullets have the proper feed and care 
they will begin laying as soon as they 
are developed, regardless of the sen- 
son of the year. Five pullets went 
broody during the month, and 20 are 
rot laying on account of moult. 

The contest made some very un- 
usual records during January. The 
290 pullets laid 3982 eggs, which is 
an average of 13.7 eggs for each pul- 
let. One Buff Arpington pullet laid 
28 eggs in December and 30 in Jan- 
nary, making . profit of almost $1.69 
during the two months. Many breeds 
and varieties are making good rec- 
ords, so the prizes and honorable 
mention are distributed amung the 
many varieties,

Treatment of Frozen 
Combs and Wattles 


This is the season of the year when 
there is trouble with frozen combs. 
‘While this is looked upon by some as 
a rather trivial matter, especially by 
many farm poultry raisers, it really 
ie serious. 

Frozen combs and wattles not only 
decrease the show qualities of birds 
and injure them for breeding pur- 
poses, but they reduce laying; in fact, 
stop it altogether in some cases. 


Keeping up the temperature, of 
course, is one way of preventing the 
freezing, Birds running out of doors 
or even in open front houses will 
frequently have their wattles frozen 
On severely cold days on account of 
| getting them wet in drinking vessels. 
This may be partly preventeli’ by 


anointing the wattles with vaseline 


which kseps the water from adhering 
to them. 

In case comb or watties, or both, 
have been frozen, the best treatment 
is to take them to a cool—not cold— 
room and there put snow or cold 
water on the frosen parts to draw 
out the frost. This,will take about 
10 minutes. Then encourage complete 
circulation by .manipulating these 
parts twice a day, using a mixture of 
five parts vaseline, two parts glycer- 
ine and one part of turpentine.

| Beginner in Ducks. ¥ 

I am thinking of raising ‘green 
ducks. As my capital is limited I must 
rent a farm near St. Louis so that I 
can keep working in the city the first 
year or 80, until I can enlarge the 
plant, quit work in town and tend to 
the plant myself. I have a family that 
will live on the place and will give me 
my board and room in exchange for 
their rent, and I am ‘to have the use of 
part of the ground. They will care for 
all incubators and ducklings for me 
while I am at work. I am to pay them 
for this extra trouble. I intend to build 
such houses as necessary, get incuba- 
tors, etc. I intend to buy about 16 lay- 
ing ducks and three drakes to start 
with. The farm, about 4 to 6 acres, with 
water running through it, will cost me 
abéut $2 a month rent. For capital I 
have $250. I will pay the rent out of my 
present salary and be able to put $7 
into the business every week, besides 
the capital. Please tell me just what 
you think of my idea. Show me where it 
is wrong, if so. Also, how am I to get 
along if the ducks don’t lay in the win- 
ter time? What do other commercial 
duck farms do in such cases?—A. J. L., 
St. Louis, Mo. : 

We ave no flaws to pick in your 
scheme, whatever. The only factor 
we can see that would be likely to 
make a failure of the business for 
you is your own ability, or that of 
the help to which you are planBing 
to entrust the plant to begin with. 
We especially commend your plan to 
hold onto your work in the city until 
you get started, also the fact that you 
are going to start in a small way. 
These are two very vital considera- 
tions that so many beginners over- 
look in their enthusiasm, and when 
failure comes their financial losses 
are two or three-fold what they 
would have been had they possessed 
your conservatism. But your ques- 
tion as to what you will do in case 
the ducks won't lay in winter, is a 
poser. This problem is much the 
same as winter laying in hens. The 
strain, feed and comfortable shelter 
are the main factors that govern lay- 
ing just as in the case of hens. If 
they fail to lay in winter, it is a 
matter of correcting the condition 
that is to blame. There is no one 
remedy that may be considered as a 
cure-all, any more than with hens. 
You probably will decide to choose 
the Pekin ducks. Ordinarily , this 
breed will not begin laying untiI De- 
cember, and unless of a good laying 
strain, probably not until January 
or early February.

How high should the fence be to con- 
fine them?—A. W., St. Louis, Mo. 

We do not like the feeding plan of 
some poultrymen, who give a certain 
quantity of grain to their birds day aft- 
er day, and for this reason we would 
prefer not to name any given quantity 
for you to feed. Food requirements of 
birds, even of the same breed, in fact 
of the same birds on different days, 
vary quite materially. Furthermore, the 
best plan of feeding for eggs is to have 
hoppers of a dry mash (mixtures of 
ground grains, etc.) where the fowls 
may have access to them at all times. 
Besides helping them to balance their 
ration, this serves as a balancer so far 
as quantity is concerned, in case not 
enough whole grain is given. With this 
dry mash most successful poultrymen 
give enough whole grain in a deep lit- 
ter to keep the birds busy for several 
hours a day. The Work required to get 
this grain also serves to keep the birds 
from overeating in case too much grain 
should be given. If it will be of any 
help to you, our guess would be that 
your 7 confined leghorns would eat 
anywhere from six to 10 pounds of grain 
daily, from hoppers and in the litter. 
The % white rocks would possibly aver- 
age from two to five pounds. Four or 
five vigorous cockerels would be about 
the right proportion for this number of 
leghorns. It would be difficult to esti- 
mate the height required for your birds. 
Ordinarily eight to 10 feet of fencing 
will confine most of them, but it ts not 
unusual to find individuals that will fly 
over a 12 or 15 foot fence. If these birds 
are not wanted for show purposes, we 
would clip off about two or three inches 
from the ends of their wing feathers on 
one wing. This checks the flying habit. 
Two g004 males shotld be sufficient 
for your 25 white rock hens, and a six 
to eight foot fence ought to confine 
them, especially if you will clip their 
wing feathers as stated. 


Important Pointers 
on Flock Feeding 


Regular feeding is almost as ‘mpo-- 
tant as the food itself, Feeding should 
be a matter of regular routine, unless 
one feeds by the hopper system and 
thus keeps the food before the birds ‘ail 
the time. If the flock is fed trreguiar- 
ly, either as to the amount of the food 
or the time when it ts given, the result 
will be seen tn fewer eggs. 

Other elements in feeding are also tm- 
portant. The feeder should not excite 
the fowls. He should do his work quiet-

BOSTON TERRIER IS 
DESIRABLE HOUSE DOG 


He Is Not a Fighter, but Is Intel- 
ligent and Minds 
Well. 


A desirable dog for the American home 
is the Boston terrier, a neat, compact, 
well-balanced little fellow with bulldog 
characteristics. He is well adapted for 
a pet and is thoroughly American, hav- 
ing been bred in this country from raw 
material imported from England a little 
more than 3 years ago. : 

About that time Robert C. Hooper of 
Boston came into possession of a dog 
named Judge, later known as Hooper’s 
Judge, and who, to fanciers of this 
breed, is known as the ancestor of the 
modern Boston terrier, now so familiar 
about ultra-fashionable homes and upon 
the front seats of the high-powered cars 
of the wealthier class. 

Judge was a ¢ross between an English 
bulldog and an English terrier, but 
he leaned in appearance to his father, 
his mother having been Gyp or Kate, a 
white dog owned by Ed Burnett of 
Southboro, Mass. From Judge and Gyp 


mated to Tobin’s Kate, a 20-pound dog, 
brindle in color, with a straight three- 
quarter tail, and from the match carue 
Barnard’s Tom, the first dog with a 
screw tail, and a great improvement 
over his sire and grandsire. He was the 
first dog to shqw the finer qualities of 
good specimens of the modern Boston 
terrier. 

Contrary to the belief of some that the 
Boston terrier is a fighter, as might be 
expected from his forebears, he. is not 
quarrelsome or aggressive. He is very 
obedient and affectionate, and possesses 
a sweet nature. The Boston terrier is 
very alert, quick of motion and surpris- 
ingly intelligent, ebeying the commands 
of his master promptly. 

The standard color of a Boston terrier 
is brindle, evenly marked with white, 
preferred. 


Keeping Valuable 
Feathered Servants 


Every destructive insect is on the bill 
of fare of one or more of the native 
birds, hence the economic value of car- 
rying them through winter by supply: 
ing food. A single bird often eats more 
than 100 insects at one meal, and some- 
times consumes thousands of small in- 
sects. Birds on a 200-acre farm in North 
Carolina destroyed a million green bugs 
or wheat aphids daily. There are mapy 
localities where birds have saved cer- 
tain trees, garden crops or farm fields 
from total destruction. 

Encourage and assist all kinds of birds, 
as the various species prey on different 
Kinds of insects. For example, the hairy 
and downy woodpeckers render special 
service in protecting trees. They ac- 
count yearly for many a scale insect, 
bark beetle, borer, caterpillar and ant. 
The bobwhite renders particular service 
ir. cultivated flelds by destroying large 
numbers of potato beetles, wireworma, 
clover weevils, bollworms, cutworms, 
army worms and other crop pests. This 
bird suffers severely from hard win- 
ters. A little suet or a little cracked 
corn and grain will keep these valuable 
feathered servants, in your employ. 


Egg=-Producers Lose 
by Excessive Prices 


Now that eggs are extremely high in 
price, closely pushing the $1 mark in 
some Eastern cities for strictly fresh 
eggs, some authorities are contending 
that the egg is not so much, after all. 
The exe will surely get in bad with diet- 
ary authorities as well as with consum- 
ers if it forms the habit of aviating in 
price as ft has done this winter. 

Eggs may not be a perfect food, but 
no article of food is more palatable, 
more nourishing and more digestible for 
most persons. I believe it is not good 
for the producer that prices should be 
so high. Such prices discourage con- 
sumption in the long run, put profits to 
the producer are probably under the 
average in the East, due to the exces- 
sively high prices of food.

Capt. Frederick Courteney Selous, 
killed by the Germans in East 
Africa spent 40 years in the 
trackless wastes of the dark 
continent bagging hundreds 
of lions, elephants and other 
savage beasts—Had scores of 
narrow escapes—With Roose- 
velt partyin 1909 :: 3: 3:3 


LLAN QUATERMAIN is dead. A few 
weeks ago a German bullet sang across 
the East African veldt and there fell 
Capt. Frederick Courteney Selous, Rider 
Haggard’s beau ideal and the last and 
greatest of big game hunters. 

Civilization has moved with such 
giant treads in Africa and in the other great open 
spaces that it is impossible that another will arise who 

will even approximate the record of Capt. Selous as a 

stalker of the wilds. Great game hunting was meat and 

drink to him, he claimed it as his profession; hundreds 
and thousands of heads, skins and teeth rewarded his 
vigilance and his isolation. 

Yet he did not slay for the mere love of killing. In his 
later years he even refused to shoot at giraffes. Capt. 
Selous was the naturalist at. heart and several books 
and articles that he has written show how deeply he 
loved and studied nature in the haunts of its Creator. 

Capt. Selous was also a patriot. Due to his efforts 
England was enabled to extend its African empire large- 
ly without bloodshed. Of the two-score years that Selous 
spent in untracked Africa, only on one occasion did he 
have any trouble with the natives. 

He was respected for his prowess as a big game hunt- 
er and loved for his kindness and fair treatment. In 1909 
Col. Roosevélt, when planning his African hunting trip, 
invited Capt. Selous to accompany him. The Colonel 
regarded him as the best-informed man on African hunt- 
ing grounds, as a charming companion and as a man of 
iron nerve and undaunted courage. | 


Capt. Selous was born in 1851 of a parentage that con- 
tained Scotch, French and English blood. Immediately 
after his schooling at Rugby he 
went to South Africa and, with the 
exception of a few visits to Europe 
and Canada, spent the remainder of 
his life on the Dark Continent. 


In the story of Selous’ life as a 
hunter are recorded scores of nar- 
row escapes and deeds that would 
chill the ordinary man. Over and 
over again he owed his life to the 
speed of his mount. He once wound- 
ed a large elephant that turned on 
him. His overtired horse could 
not be spurred into more than a 
walk and the elephant, with a 
scream, knocked horse and man 
over and struck downward into the 
struggling pair with all her force. 
Selous thus describes his headlong 
fall from his horse and what fol- 
lowed: 

“For a few se onds I was half 
stunned by the violence of the 
shock and the first thing I became 
aware of was the very strong smell 
of elephant. At the same instant i 
relt that I was still unhurt and, although in an unpleas- 
ant, predicament, I still had a chance for life. I was, 
however, pressed to the ground in such a way that I 
could not extricate my head. 

“At last, with a violent effort, I wrenched myself 
loose and threw my body over sideways, so that I rested 
on my hands. As | did so I saw the hind legs of the 
elephant standing like two pillars before me, and at once 
1 grasped the situation. She was on her knees, with her 
head and tusk in the ground and I had been pressed 
down under her chest, but luckily near her forelegs. 
Dragging myself from under her, [ regained my feet 
and made a hasty retreat. The elephant was too badly 
wounded to follow. Had she sunk a few more inches 
to the ground’——

Twenty years ago E. A. MclIihenny of 
Avery Island, La., preserved eight 
egrets of the few that had been left by 
the market hunters; today hundreds 
of thousands of herons, snipe, ducks 
and coots nest peacefully in the 
marshy refuges along the Gulf Coast 
—How the work of one man has made 
all this possible “$a io "” 


OME 20 years ago, on the same day that Mrs. 
Newrich of St. Louis paid $100 for aigrettes 
for her new hat, a lanky youth in Louisiana 
saw a market hunter with a double-barreled 
shotgun creep through a marsh and empty 
his weapon at a snowy egret sitting on the 
nest of its young. The beautiful white bird, 

its stately neck crumpled, fell to the ground. The nest- 

lings continued their squawkings for food and, being too 

weak to forage for themselves, soon died of hunger. 
Mrs. Newrich thought that the price of aigrettes was 

becoming terribly high. The youth in Louisiana had 
a thought that day also. As a young boy he had seen 
the egrets coming from their wintering in South Amer- 
ica in such swarms that they beclouded the sun. He 
had noticed the swarm grow smaller and 
smaller each year. On the day that Mrs. New. 
rich made her purchase the egret had be- 
come a rarity—so much of a rarity. that pot 
hunters were getting $40 apiece for them. 


The total elimination of the egret appeared 
inevitable. The mother birds were being 
slaughtered and the young were dying of 
starvation. Even nature seemed to have eon- 
spired against the egret. Only in mating 
time and when sitting on the, nest does the 
plumage of the egret reach its greatest mar- 
Ket value. It is then that the beautiful white 
strands are at their silkiest and their glos- 
siest; it is then only that the aigrettes are 
full of life and vividness. ° 


The market hunter knew this, and it was 
just after the hatching of her eggs, when 
the egret was sure to be on her nest, that 
he sallied forth for the prey. The Louisiana 
youth had often seen the hunters go into the 
marsh and come back with 30 or 40 of the egrets. This 
meant that 100 or more little nestlings were dying of 
hunger in the br sh. 

“The youth, E. A. Mcllhenny of Avery Island, La, 
decided that day to make an effort to preserve what has 
justly been called the most beautiful of American plumed 
birds. He started with eight young egrets 
or snowy herons, as they are called in 
Louisiana. Today he has on his preserve 
more than 100,000 pairs of the birds and 
the number is soon expected to run into 
millions. 


Of course, it has required thousands of 
acres to provide homes for these birds. A 
few years after MclIlhenny began his ex- 
periment in conservation he presented to 
the State of Louisiana a tract of 59,00v0 
acres of marsh land near his home. Later, 
when Mclihenny extended the field of his 
work to include ducks, coots, snipe and 
other marsh birds, more land was required. 
He induced Mrs. Russell Sage to buy Marsh 
Island, of 79,000 acres, near his home, for 
a bird refuge, and two years ago the Rock- 
efeller Foundation added nearly 100,000 
acres more. The Louisiana State game pre- 
serve of 13,000 acres is close by. Thus 
from eight egrets sheltered by McIlhenny 
has grown a sanctuary of more than 500 
square miles, the home of hundreds of 
thousands of wild marsh fowl. 


At this point let us allow Mr. Mclihenny 
himself to tell of the genesis of the work 
of bird preservation. He writes: 


“Near my home on Avery Island there 
was a wet spot of a couple of acres between 
the hills; this wet spot, known as Willow 
Pond, was partly covered with willow, but- 
tonwood and other water-loving trees, 
marsh grasses and ferns. In the trees and grass about 
this pond each spring a few herons and least bitterns 
nested. I had often thought it might be possible to in- 
duce other waterioving bic-ds to make their homes here, 
and in 1894, a small dam having been built between the 
hills on the south side of the d, thus raising the 
water level a couple of feet, I d ed to make the ex-

periment, in the 
hope of saving a 
few of the snowy 
herons, which at 
that time had been 
almost exterminat- 
ed by plume hunt- 
ers. In the spring 
of 1895, after many 
days of search in 
the swamps to the 
east of my home, 
I located two nests 
of the snowy heron 
containing four 
young each. These 


eight young birds [ took just before they were large 
enough to fly, and, having built on the edge of the pond 
a large cage covered with woven wire, put the little 


herons into it. 


“For the next couple of months L spent considerable 
time each day with these birds, who soon grew to know

from my hand, perching fearlessly on my shoulders, 
head or arms, coming when I called them and evincing

“I was quite sure they 
would return the next 
spring to the place where 
they were raised, and was 


much gratified on the 
eighteenth of the following 
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Mallaras rising near Marsh tstand. 


March, to find four of my snowy herons sitting in the 
bushes where the home cage had been the year before. 
Two days later two more came home, making six raised 
out of the eight, two having either met an untimely 
death or followed others of their kind to some other 
home colony. At first the home comers were very shy 
and it was several days before | could establish friend- 
ly relations with them. Gradually, however, they re- 
gained their old confidence and would let me come with 
in a few feet of them. A few days after the arrival of 
the six one disappeared and for the rest of the summer 
there were only five birds at the home Two pairs of 
these began building their nests during the last days of 
March, and in due time eight sturdy youngsters were 
added to the five old birds. I visited the nests almost 
daily, and before the young ones were strong enough 
to fly they were as tame as their parents, eagerly pick. 
ing bits of meat and fish from my fingers and allowing 
me to stroke their backs and scratch their heads. 

“In the fall there were 13 healthy birds to go south 
on migration; <H left on the same night—Nov. 17. The 
next spring two returned on March 18, five on March. 
20 and six on March 26. On April 2 the 
first eggs were laid. Five pairs nested, 
raising 20 young. Year by year there 
has been a marked increzse, not only in 
the number of snowy herons, but in 
other herons and water birds which have 
been attracted: to Willow Pond. 


“As the showy herons increased year- 
ly they attracted to their refuge other 
herons. First . pair of little blue Werons 
were added to the colony and nested in 
the spring of 1897. In 1900 three pairs of 
Louisiana herons took up their home 
with the protected birds. There was nv 
very large itcrease in the population of 
our bird town until 1905, when there 
were about 1000 pairs in all of five vari- 
eties of herons nesting in the preserve. 
From 1905 to date the yearly increase 
has been great. 


“On May 9, 1908, I attempted to count 
the herons coming into the pond at night 
by using a checking machine which 
records by finger pressure. I was able to 
count with fair accuracy the birds com- 
ing into the pond and passing ,.over 
two stakes, so that only those com- 
ing over one-fourth of the circle of 
the pond could be counted. The count be- 
gan at 5:15, when practically no birds 
were going out, and ended at 7:15, when 
it was too dark to see the incomers at 
a distznce. In the two hours I coun‘ed 
4754. As one heron always stays at home to guard the 
nest while its mate is out for food, and I was counting 
the incomers over only one-fourth the area of the pond, 
I am safe in saying there were fully 10,009 adult her- 
ons in the pond in the spring of 1908. As the young 
do not begin to leave the nest until the eud of May: 
there were no young birds included in this count. From 
1908 to date the increase has been very marked. 

“Now let it be impressed upon the reader that this 
great bird city, where the inhabitants are free to come 
and go as they choose, is not in the heart of some dense 
swamp, miles away from human habitation, but in a 
little valley between the hills, and fully 50 feet above the 
sea level.

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IPHER codes are a necessary adjunct to the con- 
duct of governmental affairs, especially in time 
of war, but aside from their use by recognized 
Government officials, the cipher message is usu- 

ally thought of as the particular, instrument of spies and 

secret agents, especialty in the minds of the general 
pubdtic. 

We have secured possession of a copy of the cipher 
code which we are told is now tn almost general use 
not onty by the army and navy officials of the countries 
at war, but also by practically all of the spies operating 
in Europe today. It consists of a simple diagram and 
a key word. The diagram, which is nothing more than 
the alphabet arranged in a simple nonsecret manner, 
is required in the preparation and translation of mes- 
eages, but ts absolutely valueless unless accompanied 
by the key word. ‘ 

A study of the following will show that the key word 
can be any word, sentence or combination of letters 
imaginable, and that the methods for reatling cipher 
messages described so convincingly in “The Gold Bug.” 
by Poe, and worked out by our good friend Sherlock 
Hotmes .in Conan Doyle's “Adventures of the Dancing 
Men,” would be absolutely useless, and the chance of 
accidentally discovering the key word is so slight as to 
be negtigible. 

The method of preparing a cipher message by means 
of the subjoined code is simple. Assume we wish to send 
the following: 

WE NEED AMMUNITION 
and the key word adopted for the day was ECLUB 
We write out the message and write the key word over 
the letters in succession as follows: 
Be. BTveese £hLU BECL UB E 
WE NEED AMMUNITION 
Taking the first letter “W.” refer to the diagram and 
look in the horizontal row beginning with ““W”’ for the 
letter written above it, which in this instance, is “E.” 
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Code table used in connection with it is 
merely the alphabet made into a square 
and can be easily memorized as 
to position of letters. 
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Code table to be used i in connection mn with a key word. 


The letter in the top line of the column with this “E” is 
I,” and this is taken as the first letter of the code mes- 
sage. The letter “C” is then found in the “E” row, the 
top letter in the column with this “C” being “Y,” the 
second code letter is therefore ‘‘Y."’ Following the same 
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method, the third code letter is found M be “Y 
fourth “Q”’ 


and the compiete message will read: 

IY YQXB CZIHRUSMNR 

In order to translate the messagm, the same method is 
followed. The key word is written in succession over 
the message: 

EC LUBE CLUBECLU BE 
EX QV@Q@aAsBe CZI BO BUSA 

Again using the diagram, look for “E”™”’ in the “I” 
row, and the top letter in the row with this “E” is 
“Ww.” “E” is found to be the top letter over the “C” in 
the.“‘Y” row; continuing this method, the entire mes- 
sage is easily translated. 

The method of translating code messages, as described 
in the books of Poe, Conan Doyle and others is to count 
the different characters appearing in a long message 
and to assume that the one appearing most frequently 
was “E,” which is the letter most used in our language. 
As can be readily seen, this would not be of assistance in 
translating messages written in this new code, as de- 
scribed above, because the same symbol] in the cipher 
may represent entirely different letters in the message 
itself. For example, ‘‘E” in the message is represented by 

“Q” and “X,” and “M,” which occurs twice in suc- 


cession in the original message, is represented by — 
and “I’’ in the cipher. 

The publication of this cipher code will no doubt 
bring to the mind of the reader other codes, but it is 


doubted if any heretofore invented is as effective in 
every way as is this one. 

The method used for the preparation and reading of 
code messages is simple in the extreme and at the same 
time impossible of translation unless the key word is 
known. The ease with which the key may be changed is 
another point in‘favor of the adoption of this code by 
those desiring to transmit important messages without 
the slightest danger of their messages being read by 


political or business rivals, etc.

“Ducks ‘were attracted to the pond in the same way 
as the herons. In 1899 I began saving the wing-tipped 
ones from my shooting trips; these were put in a little 
inclosure and fed until they became tame, then turned 
loose in the pond. A few pair of blue-wing teal nested, 
and next winter these attracted other ducks, who, find- 
ing that they were noi molested, soon became very 
tame.” 

MclIihenny has not been content merely to furnish a 
home for birds. He has traveled about the country now 
for several years urging drastic legislation by the states 
end Government against the wholesale killing of Ameri- 
can vwildfowl. His most potent arguments are four reels 
of film that he has shown throughont the country. 

One of the films shows the egret plume hunter at work 
and, according to McIthenny, it makes more converts

to the cause of bird preservation than any amount of 
argument or literature could. It shows the voung herons 
being fed from the bill of their mother, who rezurgitates 
her own food that her young might have nourishment. 
The stealthy hunter arrives and the egret is shot from 
off its nest. Later pictures show the helpless nestlings 
dying of starvation. 

When Congress, a few Years ago, was considering the 
laws against the importation of the plumage of wild 
birds, MclIihenny kept this film running continuously in 
Washington. 

“We just ran out and brought the members of Con- 
gress in as we could get them,’ McIihenny said during 
a recent visit to St. Louis. “Once they saw that film 
they were with us.” This same film put through the 
United States Senate the treaty with Canada for the 
protection of migratory birds. 


The other films in the series are also remarkable.

They relate chiefly to the conservation of the bird life 
and show how tame the wildest of ducks and snipe 
have become. One picture, taken from the home of 
Mecilhenny through his window, shows hundreds and 
thousands of wild fowl feeding a few feet away. Later 
the same picture is shown with the windows open, but 
the birds are not at all frightened. In some of the other 
scenes the birds appear to have walked right up to the 
tripod of the moving picture camera. 

Last winter some remarkable pictures were taken of 
blue geese on Goose Bar, which is included in the pre- 
serve. At times the screen is filled with the birds, fly- 
ing, feeding and lighting. ’ 

About a year ago Col. Roosevelt made a trip to the 
game preserves of Louisiana and was greatly impressed 
with the work that MclIlihenny has done. He referred 
to the preserve in a magazine article that he wrote as ‘‘a 
King’s gift.” :

“mills,” the conical hole 
cut into the rocks in 
which corn was ground. 
The frequency of these 
mills leads to the belief 
that the caves were not 
used for dwellings, but 
probably for defense. In 
one cave, under many 
feet of guano, probably 
the accumulation . of. 
centuries, Sullivan 
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found evidence that the agave 
plant was used in the con- 
coction of a drink. He dis- 
covered shreds of the agave 
plant in a large mill, and in 
the cave were other niches cut 
. in the roek to retain liquids. 
The- pictures of dancing men are each 
accompanied by a falling leaf, the ac- 
cepted token of the autumn. 


None of the pictures of men have any 
attempt at the delineation of features. In 
many cases the-head is only suggested. 
This is attributed to an Indian tradition 
that a portrait of a person will hold the 
person’s spirit fast, and keep it from the 
happy hunting ground. 

In one cave was found what is believed 
to be an attempt at paper making. Pieces 
of tree bark and of thin pieces of wood 
apparently had been sewn together with 
thongs. In another cave, woven sandals 
were found deep under the slow-forming 
debris of' centuries. 

Some of. the pictures show. undoubted 
spirit, and a conception of drawing. In 
some there are little touches of curve and 
line that show study of the human figure. 
There are suggestions of foreshortening, 
and, in figures in action, the big muscles 
are indicated. 

Previous discoveries of the pictography 
of: North American Indians have shown 
that it ranged from the rude petroglyphs 
of some of the Shoshonian tribes to the 
incised work on ivory of the Eskimo and 
the paintings on buffalo and other an- 
imal skins by some of the plains tribes. 


Some Indian communities, however, 
seemed not to have been given at all to 
pictography. 


Up to the time of the discovery of the 
Arizona and New Mexico rock carvings, 
the Indians of that section had been sup- 
posed to have done “dry painting” ex- 
clusively. Their pictures of deities, natu- 
ral phenomena, animals and plants were 
made of powdered sandstone of various 
colors. 

Despite the unfavorable conditions, due 
to the aridity of the region, the Indians of 


New Mexico seem to have specialized in 
agriculture and to have tilled the soil to a greater 
tent than perhaps any other tribe in North America... 
The remains of their vast dams, built in pre-Columbian 
times, give evidence of this.

What was regarded as the most remarkable Indian 
pictograph ever discovered in this country was the Piasa 
bird, which was carved into the rock of the Alton Bluffs 
a few miles above Ve Louis. It was a drawing of a huge 
dragon, first traced in the rock of the cliff and- 
grooves filled with paint.

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In the stones, each figure is about a foot high and made by 
cutting the outline into the rock.

counties of Northeastern Kentucky, is authority among 
the hill folk on the ills of mankind and their cures. 

Aunt Lize does not possess a medical or surgical 
diploma; in fact, she admits unreservedly that she

tatingly take whatever she prescribes for them. 

Aunt Lize “was not in a very good humor when a 
visitor called recently at her cabin home.

So they 
stick to the old-fashioned p-escriptions. 

A pure black cat, one without a white spot, is treas- 
ured carefully. If you see a feline of this description 
rambling about without a tail, you will know that some- 
one in the vicinity has had shingles. Cut the cat's tail 
off and rub the blood from the stump carefully over the 
affected part. That cures shingles. Of course, Lize al- 
ways adds a dose of her own bitters.

For frosted feet a rabbit must be killed and skinned 
immediately. The members are then wrapped in the 
warm skin, the fur outside, and the frozen feet are eured.

Hemorrhages are brought to a stop by taking pills 
made of cobwebs or swallowing a tea brewed from the 
soot of a wood fire. 

Croup is treated with polecat oil, taken internally and 
applied externally. 

Hives are instantly cured with ground ivy tea. Ground 
ivy is a creeping plant with rounded, bright green leaves 
and bears a pretty. tiny blue blossom. 

Catnip tea has been known to work wonders in cases 
of colic and sassafras tea, it is claimed, is the best spring 
medicine in the world. 

Pine resin plasters are just the panacea for backache, 
and if the kidneys are affected pills made of pine pitch 
are administered. 

“Yaller root’’ is used for sore throat, mouth or eyes, 
and ‘“‘sang” is the remedy for all sorts of stomach 
troubles and is said to give almost instant relief for 
dyspepsia. Tea made from dog fennel is a sure cure 
for stomach cramps. 

Consumption is little heard of in these parts, but a

The tucky bone, a small bone similar to a single 
section of the vertabrae of a salmon, found in a hogs 
head, igs worn about the neck to prevent toothache. The

“poke” or bag, around a child’s neck, will cause all pain — 
attendant to teething to cease. 


Nine sow bugs, little white insects found under . 
stones near dwellings, can be placed in a small sack and 
worn around the neck for nine days. This is a sure 
cure for thrush, a mouth and throat disease common 
among infants. Another help for this ailment is to have 
a man or boy, who has never seen the child’s father, 
blow three times in the patient’s mouth. 


Goose grease is a good all-around remedy for colds. 
Rub the chest, palms of the hands and soles of the 
feet. And if a child comes to Lize with a stone bruise, 
she catches a toad and binds it on the bruise. When 
the toad dies the stone bruise disappears. 


As a preliminary to treatment of all kinds, Mrs.
